formation. Great pains have been taken to obtain the latest and most 
correct intelligence from every part of the count ly, and it is hoped, lliat 
the hi!,*h reputation which the woik has acquired ior accuracy m former 
years will be fully sustained by the present volume. 

The astronomical department is still under the charge of Mr. Benjamin 
Peirce, Perkins Prof esBor of Astronomy in Harvard University^ who^e high 
reputation is a sufficient guaranty of the completeness and accuracy of the 
computations. Some additions have been made to this portion of the 
work, and the eclij)sf s of the sun and moon which take place in 1814, 
especially the solar eclipse of Dec. 9th, have hem computed with extra- 
ordinary minuteness and care. The path of this eclipse across the coun- 
try is laid down on a handsomely engraved map of the United States, 
■which will be useful also ior f^eneral reference. Professor Peirce has 
also fnrnisheJ an interesting article on the remarkable comet of 1843, 
which sums up in a very succinct and complete form the results obtained 
by mathematicians and scientific observers both in Europe and America. 

Among the miscellaneous articles is a complete list of the Senators 
and KepreBentatives io Congiew, with the time of commencement and 
termination of their respective periods of service, from the formation of 
the constitution in 1789 up to the present day. E very name and date have 
been compared with the official records at Washington, and the list is 
helieved to be very accurate. A table of the sessions of Congress is given, 
and under the head of the individual States will be found a complete view 
of the districts for the choice of lepiesentatiyes, into which the Stated 
have been divided under the apportionment law of 1842. Another novel 
article contains the titles and abstracts of all the public laws passed at 
the last session of Congress. We intend to continue this article in future 
volumes, so that the work wiU present, in a narrow compass, a complete 
iceoid of the legislation of 'the country, in connection with the other 
divisions that furnish a continuous register of statistical and miscellane* 
ous &cts. Some interesting statistics respecting the cities and larger 
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towns, pTCtMuml fiom oriniiial sonrees of inibnnatioii, and ananfed with 
great care, expressly for this work, m also inserted. Theie might have been 
much incieased in amount, hf honowing the reputed statistical informa- 
tion which is furnished by the newspapers in great abundance. But the 
tables collected in this way abound with inaccuracies, and only encumber 
and vitiate a work designed for preservation and future reference, as well 
as for present use. Satisfiu!tory details respecting the financial condition 
and the common school systems of the several States will be found ar- 
ranged under the appropriate heads. The usual lists of officers of the 
executive and the judiciary, both of the national government and of 
all the individual states and territories, and the record of colleges, theologi- 
eal and medical schools, &c., have been carefully revised and corrected up 
to the latest date. Statistics are also fiimished respecting all the more 
numerous religious denominations. The obituary notices of distinguished 
individuals, deceased during the past year, have been collected with great 
attention from every part of the country, and Ibrm an interesting aad 
valuable record. 

The best thanks of the editor are due to the numerous correspondents 
of the work, and they are respectfully solicited to furnish information for 
the future volumes. Persons who may notice errors in any portion of 

the Almanac are earnestly requested to communicate them to the editor, 
and they will be corrected in the following year. Perfect accuracy 
cannot be expected in a.work embracing such a multitude of details ; but 
every exertion is made to avoul mistakes, and to supply the most useful 
and intt resting information that comes wuiun the plan of such a 
pubiicatioii,

The unit of altitude at any place, is the height at that place of that 
Ude which arrives about a day and a half afler the time of New or FiiU 
Moon, when the Sun and Moon at the moment of conjunction or oj^ii* 
tion are at their mean distance from the Earth, and in the plane of the 

celestial equator. 

Thia imit of altitude, ivhich must be derived from observation for each 
{ilaee, multipUed by the quantities in the above table, givea the height of 
the spring tides at that plaee daring the present year. 

By the above table it appears, that the highest tides of 1844 will be 
tiiose of Migureh April 4^ May 3, September 13, October 12, and No> 
▼ember 11. 

The 'actnal Hse of die tide, htfwever, depende eo ttmch upon the atrength 
ud dueetton of the wind, that it not unfrequently happens that a tide, 
which would, independently of these, have been small, is higher than 
another, otherwise much greater. But when a tide, which arrives when 
the Snn and Moon are in a fovotable position for producing a great elevi^ 
tion, is stiU further increased hy a'lraiy etroiig wind, the rise <^the waler 
wiU he uncommonly great, safficient perhaps to eause damage. 

The Ibimnla, from which these tides were computed, is, however, 
•tnetly true only for Biest and its Ticinity, and must be regarded as a 
veiy uncertain approidmatioft for the cotat of the United States.

States, with the exception of the Southern extremity of Florida. The 
Sun will set eclipsed throughout New England, all but the Western ez- 
tiemity of the State of New York, throughout New Jersey, the Eastern 
portion of Pennsylvania, the Northern portion of Delaware, and the 
North-eastern point of Maryland. 

The phases of the eclipse for all places in ihe United States and Can- 
ada, which are East of the meridian of 101° of longitude, and South of the 
parallel of 46'* of latitude, maybe determined with sufficient accuracy, Irf 
means of the following tables ; the relative motion in right ascension, the 
horizontal parallaxes, and the semi-diameters of the sun and moon, are 
the same as at conjunction, and may he taken 'from the following tahle :

The external thermomelor, i'ahrenheit's scale, has mflrc exposure on 
the north side of tlie huildijur: the sun never shines directly upon it, and it 
suflersfrom njllected heat uui^ occasionally at the 3, P. M. observation, and 
this probably to a small amount; it is fixed on a bracket projecting- six 
inches from the wall, and is six feet above the surface of the ground. 
The barometric observations have ])ef.'n c orrected for capillary action, 
and reduci'd to the temperature of '.V2 FahrenUajt ii.ii not for f»|pvn'Ton. 
The rain gauche is a cubical box of zinc, 10 inches by the side, and rests 
on the surface of the ground. 

The hours of observation adopted in these tables, are those generally 
used by observers in England. The mode of notation for the winds and 
clouds also deserves notice. In the former case, 0 denotes a perfect calm, 
and 0 the greatest violence of the wind. In the latter case, 0 denotes a 
sky without any clouds, and 10 a sky completely overcast. As uniformity 
in these tables is very desirable, it is to be wished that this method 
should be adopted by observers throughout the country.

XIIL THE GREAT COMET OF 1S43. 

BT BENJAMIN PBIBCB, A. M. 

Ftrkins Professor of Astronomy in Harvard Vnimriiiy. 

On the 27th of February, this comet was seen nearly at midday in 
Conception, S. A. Captain Peleg Ray, "a man of sound judgment, a 
very accurate observer, and correct man," observed it in that city, and on 
that day, at 11 A. M., at the East of the Sun, its bearing from the 
Sun being almost precisely East, with very little perceptible Southing. 
Its distance from the Sun was only (> minutes, or I of the Sun's apparent 
diameter. ** He did not," aays William Mitchell, of Nantucket, in a letter 
describing this observation, measure the angle, his instruments being on 
board of the ship, some distance below the city ; but he took great pains 
to estimate the apparent distance, and, being so near the Sun, thinks he 
has done it very nearly. I have tested the day and hour in a most satis- 
factory manner." 

On the 28th of February, the comet was seen by day in various parts 
of New England, the East and West Indies, and the South of Europe. 
The only exact observation upon its place was made by Mr.F. G. ClaVke, 
of Portland, Maine ; and this is much the most valuable single observation 
which was made upon the comet, and more so, probably, than any obser- 
vation which has ever been made upon any comet. The time of obser- 
vation was 3h. 2m. 15s. Portland mean solar time, and the observed dis- 
tance, which Mr. Clarke thinks may be depended upon to 10", was 
4*6' 15" from the fartfutt limb of the Sun to the nearest limb of the 
comet ; the bearing, as nearly as it could be ascertained by the compass, 
was E. by S. % S. of the comet from the Sun. Mr. Clarke says, the 
opacity of this comet was remarkable ; I fully believe that it might have 
been seen on the Sun's disk. It resembled a white cloud of great densi- 
ty." He thonght, that the tail was fully equal to the nucleus in brillian- 
cy, and adds, I observed no difference throughout." He also described 
the head as being definitely distinct from the tuil ; and the extremity of 
the tail, most remote from the Sun, was perfectly well defined, and dis- 
tinctly rounded off. This last observation is insisted upon quite posi- 
tively by Mr. Clarke, although it seeras to be at variance with that of 
other observers, whose accounts agree much more closely with that of 
Arnici ol 1 lorence. Arnici saw the comet -aI noon, and stated the mass, 
cxuminni 1>) ;ui opera glass, to be like a, ilanie, badly defined, three 
times as long as it was wide, very luminous towards the Sun. and a 
little snQoky at the East." An observer at Woodstock, Vt., says that "on 
viewing the comet through a common three-feet telescope of moderate 
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power, it presented a distinct and most beniitiful appearance, exhibiting'a 
very white and bright nucleus, and a tail dividin^^ near the nucleus into 
two sepamte branches, with the outer sides of each branch convex, and 
of nearly equal length, apparently or 10**, and a space between their 
extremities of 5' or 6\" This account appears irreconcilable with the 
same observer's estimate of the length of the comets tail, which was 
onlv 3\ and which is the same with that of the observers at New Bedford 
and Waterbary. 

Dunnir the first week of March, the splendor of the comet in the 
Southern hpnii-^jihere is described as alt02:elher surpassine^ any thing 
which it afterwards e.vhiLnled to Northern observers. On the 1st of 
March, it was seen at Pernambuco, and on the -Ith, it is described by H. 
A. Cooper, Esq., the British Consul in that city, "as particularly small, 
without any nebulosity, but of extreme brio:htness, of a golden hue, and 
a line of the «iame brifjht color may be distinctly traced, running directly 
from it int j the tail, for 4 or 5 ; the tail is perhaps 30' in length, and is 
of a brilliant silver color, {)erfectly opaque, but becomiug le8« and less 
dense until it is lost in space/' 

Commander Close, of the ship Kllenborough, estimated the nucleus "to 
be of equal brightness with a star of the second or third magnitude, and 
said that the tail had a darkish line from its nucleus through the centre 
to the end; it was occasionally brilliant enough to throw a strong light 
on the sea. The tail waa observed to have considerable curvature." 
This dark line was also noticed on the 4th by Capt. Hopkins, on a voyage 
to India from the Cape of Good Hope, and by Mr. David Sears, Jr., and 
Mr. Appleton, of Boston, who were in latitude 10^" South, and 
exerted themselves to obtain obaervationa of the comet At the 
Cape of Good Hope, the nucleus was seen on the 3d of March, and 
is deaciibed by Piazzi Smyth, Esq^ of the Royal Observatory, as consist- 
tag of 4 ''planetary disk, from which lays emerged In the direction of 
llie tail* To the naked eye there appeared a double tail, about 25* in 
leng^i the two streamers making with each other an angle of about 15', 
and piOeeeding from the head in perfectly straight lines. From the end 
of^this forked tail, and on the North side of it, a streamer diverged at an 
angle of ^ otT towards the North, and reached a distance of upwards 
of !(Rr iStom the comet's head ; a similar, though much Winter, streamer 
wair thought to turn off South of the line of direction of the tail. On 
tike the appearance of the comet was considerably changed ; the 
angle of the North streamer with the direction of the tail had been 
diminishing, and was now South ; it had also diminished in brightness. 
The total length was about 35". All the rays proceeding from the head 
wm now of uniform brightness, excepting one bright streak, which 
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conM bt tnced alenf ike taiL On the 6tii, nncleua is the broadest 
part of that end of the comet ; all the rays come from the posterior side, 
and are pretty equal in brightness, with the exception of a li arrow 
bright streak in the middle, which runs for 3' or 4 along the middle of the 
tail, and then verges to the North side. The tail this evening was about 
27' long. On the 9th, the an^le of the two sides of the tail at the head 
appeared to have undergone a gradual diiiimiition, and the middle part 
was becoming more and more equal in brightness to the hides." 

The only observers who seem to have noticed any color in the comet, 
are Mr. Cooper of Nice, who liotices the change in the color from a red- 
dish tint upon the firhL day of its appearance, to a pure white; and John 
Belan, Esq., master of the British sloop of War Albatross, who ob- 
served it on the 7th of March, and says that " the part of it from which the 
tail is produced is of a reddish appearance." 

The lengths of th* tail, given at diMerent times, by di^erent obsezveiB, 
are contained in the following table.

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To test the best of these orbits, I have compared them with six obser- 
vations, which are : 1st, Mr. Ray's observation at Conception, on Feb. 
27; 2nd, Mr. Clarke's observation at Portland, on Feb. 28; :',d. a mean or 
normal place for the 9th of March, deduced from Mr. Caldecott's observa- 
tions at Trevandrum, upon March 8th, 9th, and 10th; 4th, 5th, and 6th, 
Mr. Walker's three corrected normals, which are contained in Silliman's 
Journal for July, 1843, and are deduced from his own and various Euro- 
pean observations ; they correspond to March 20, March 30, and April 9. 
The orbits which we have subjected to this comparison, are Walker and 
Kendall's last parabola, and their last hyperbola, Encke's hyperbola* 
Laugier and Mauvais's three orbits, Gould's two orbits, and my own two 
ellipses. The results of the comparison are contained in the following 
table.

The snpexiiMity <^ fbm Fttrit orbits is manifest from this table. They 
wefe derived ftom observatioiifl of only eleven days, but satisfy so well 
the eailier and later observations, that the palm of success should un- 
doubtedly be awarded to their authors, Laugier and A^auvais. The prin- 
ciple, generally adopted by astronomers, that the smallness of the sum of 
the squares of the errors is the best criterion of the probability of an 
hypothesis, is highly favorable to their orbits, and particularly to the 
elliptic orbit of 175 years. In computing the sum of the squares of the 
errors, the Conception observation, which was made before the perihe- 
lion passage, is excluded, because it is quite inconsistent with either of 
the orbits, and requires a separate discussion. The Trevandrum normal 
and the last Philadelphia normal, being determined from the observations 
of a single place, are taken to be worth, each, only half as much as either 
of the other two normals ; and the Portland observation ia estimated at 
one sixth of the value of each of these two normals. Upon these as- 
sumptions, which cannot be so far from the truth as materially to affect 
the result, Mr. Gould, an undergraduate of the senior class in Harvard 
College, has computed the most probable orbit of 175 years, and also tha 
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moflpiDbAble orMt indapeadMlly of any umumtd tiiM. The 
compariaoD m tht bMtpoanUe pttoof of tho mecoM with wbich hi 
•od penevennctf have been lewmided. The period of 180)^ yetn, w 
xesulted ftom hit latter computation, muat be legaided at corroboratiT^ 
of the period of 175 yeani which haa been dedoced firom another aign* 
ment 

Some of the orbita correipond to a perihelion diatance leea than the 
aon'a aemidiameter. £ncke*a aovnd judgment unheaitatingly rejected 
thii, ae an "impoaaible reault;" and, becaoae he waa unable to aatiafjr 
the oboervationa by a parabolic orbit, which waa not liable to thia delect, 
he retorted to an hyperbola. Laugier and JMauvait have been more tuc* 
cetifulf and their orbitt, which do not patt through the tun, and are not 
hyperbolic, tatiafy the early obtenrations incomparably better than 
Encke's hyperbola. Walker of Philadelphia, on the contrary, obtained a 
diflerent retult, and hit beat hyperbolic orbit pattet into the tun. 
** Thete," he says, in a letter to the editor of the Philadelphia Gazette, 
dated May 80th, 1843, ''aniU tMiobHthed facts of tht eatt. The comet 
9truek lAc Mm on the 27th of February latt, and oi| the 28th, waa teen in 
the daytime departing from the tun in a curve called an hyperbola.** 
Convinced, also, that he taw the tail on the 23d of Febraaiy, he adda : 

So there are to be explained— 
Itt The position of the tail pn the 23d of February, midway between 
that of the sodiacal light, and that of the tail on the 11th of March. 

''2nd. The almost point-blank concuaaion of the nucleua with the 
body of the tun. 

** 3d. The appearance of the dMt of the comet in the daytime of the 
28th of February and Itt of March. 

** 4th. Tb» departure of thete dArit fiom the tun to dittant regions, in 
that particular conic taction called an hyperbola. 

dth. The probable identity of thit comet with the eomett of IMS or 
1689, with a period of 21 years, and a conaequent elliptic orbit of the 
Bucleut previous to the concnttion «n the 27th of February.** 

These fhe facts were accompanied with an oibit and a theory, which 
purported "to explain them all.**. But within five days, Mr. Walker taw 
the inaccuracy of his orbit, and the untoundnett of hit theory; and hia 
new orbit and theory are contained in a communication to the July number 
of Silliman's Journal. In this article, there it no allusion to the first fact, 
of the position of the tail seen by Mr. Walker on the 23d of February, 
which is irreconcilable with his last orbit, or with any other than the 
incorrect orbit of the 20th of May. The second fad, of the concussion, is 
now a rejected " paradox," and the last orbit, which contains this fact 
as one of il.s essential elements, ought also to be calkd a paradox or ab- 
surdity, and rejected as such. The fourth /ac/, of the hyperbolic orbit, is 
now called a paradox — that is, apparttitly not a fact ; and that ihe true orbit 
it not an hyperbola is evident from the inconsistency of the hyperbolic orbita 
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4f jdHoKO and Walker ^tk the Trtrandram tad Portbmd observations. 

^ T^ft fourth no-fact, or paradox, then, mutt have arisen from errors in the 
4 vdata ; the errors are not in the calculations, for Mr. Walker's last, or seventh, 
- computation is undoubtedly a correct deduction from his published data. 

His labored frucss at the cause of the want of identity of the observed 
point and the centre of gravity amounts to a full admission of this error, 
and herein lies its principal value. I am per>uacle<l, from inspecting 
the table of comparison, and rellectini^ upon the mai^riitude and ill-defined 
character of ihe head of the comet, that the normal places are not to be 
depended upon toliicir asserted accuracy of (3 or 10 seconds, but lhat they 
are liable to an error of nearly or quite 'JO seconds. Tlie change of the 
orbit from an ellipse to a hyperbola by collision with the sun, which is 
involved in Mr. Walker's filth fact, is necessarily rejected with the paradox 
of collision ; but even if the collision had occurred^ there is an impossi- 
bility in such a change, which is set forth by Professor Anderson in the 
remark, that it involves a chuni,-e iji the character of the conic section 
" from a less velocity to one of li^reater." 

The identity of this cornet with that of I'lGS seems to be admitted by 
the best astronomers, althouijh serious doubts are thrown upon it by the 
calculations of Henderson. The Frencli astronomers think, that it is also 
identical with the comets of HOG, MD^i, 170J, and some other comets, 
which correspond to a period of 3').1 years. iMr. AValker thinks it i'V-ti.^rl 
with the comet of 1GS9, as well as that of IGGS, and 1 and wilti some 
n*her comets, which would f^ive it a period of 21 Jy' years. Capocci 
thinks, that it is identical with all these comets, and ^ives it a period 
of 7 years, r-r-^cci's period may bo rejected without hesitation, and 
the arguments m favor of the other short periods, derived from pr^'vi -r iis 
fetoms, are quite insufficient } but the present limits will not admit of 
myenterins: upon so extensive a discussinn. The period of 175 years, 
which includes the comets of 1 103 and IGGS, is better sustained by all 
the observations, except that at Conception, than eitheir of the shorter 
periods. 

The comparison of the Conception observation with Mr. Clarke's leads 
to a velocity of the comet less even than that which would correspond ^ 
the orbit of 21J^ years. My first orbit of 2\% years, which is the most 
probable orbit of this period, that can be deduced from aH but this first 
observation, does not satisfy it, nor does it satisfy the other observations 
nearly so well as the orbit of 175 yeara. The second orbit of 21% years 
is the most probable orbit which satisfies the observation at Conception, 
but is quite inconsistent with the later observations. The Conception 
observation, therefore, if it was made with any thing of the accuracy 
which might be expected from Captain Ray, exhibits a decided anomaly 
in the nature of the forces to which the comet was sabjected during its 
perihelion passage.

A public lervice wbicli requiies the agency of 13,733 postmasten and 
their clerks, 2^3 contractors and their agents, covering, during the year, 
34,835,991 miles of transportation, and extending almost to the door of 
every citizen, mtist encounter difficulties, and be subjected to occasional 
inegularities, not only from the neglect of some of its numerous agents, 
but from physical causes, not in the power of this Department to over- 
come. 

<* When the vast machinery of the General Post Office, the minuteness 
of its details, and the character of the majority of the roads over which 
the mail is tianspofted, are contemplated, there idiould be more of aston* 
ishment at the geneml regularity of the service, than of suiprise and 
discontent at occasional fidlurss. Absolute certainty, and unbroken reg- 
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nltritj, in the tiriTnl «id 4e|iftit«n of tlie oiilli il tfl tiaMi, cannot and 
ooght not to be expected.

*' It is a fiict worthy of notice, that, although the aggregate amotmt 
received from postage during the past year has been greater by the sum 
stated, the receipts at th* large oAces ibr 1842 have been less than in 
1841. The aggregate increase has been at the medium and smaller 
offices. This is accounted for by the fact, that the means of intercom* 
monication between the great commercial points have been such as to 
invite constant and increasing infractions and violations of the laws of 
Congress legulatiog the Greneral Post Office* 

The whole number of firee letters sent through the post office annual- 
ly, so fiur as the returns of postmasters exhibit, is about 3,000,000. 

** Assuming 15 cents as the average rate of each letter, if charged with 
postage, $450,000 would be the amount received. Thus it will be seen, 
that nearly one ninth oi liU the matter which passes through the mail 
passes free of postage. T\w loss to the Depai tan nt does not stop here. 
Two cents are paid to postmasters on each of those letters, constituting 
an annual charge upon the revenue ot ^6U,U0U.

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XI. DAMAGES ON PROTESTED BILLS OF EXCHANGE. 
[Frodi the 4lh edition of ChanceUor Kent's CommentBiies.] 

The law3 and usagt a of the States van' essentially on the subject of dnmag*;* on pro- 
tected Hills. lit some caises, ihe regulations of biales approzitnaie tu each uiher, while 
in others, they are widely different. In some caoes, the law or rale is nnlike, bnl the 
. reanli is nearly eimilaT; while, between oilier Staleti-^the result varies from four and a 
half to fifteen per cient. 

In Massacku^tts, the usage was to recover the amount of the protested Bill at the 
pnr of exchange, and interest, as in England, from the linic payirn-iit of the dishonored 
Bill \v!is demanded of the Drawee, and the charges of the protest, and ten per cent, 
damages in lieu of the price of exchange. But this rule has been changed, by statute, 
in 1885, 1835, and 1837 1 and Bills drawn or indorsed in that State, and payable without 
die limits of the UniMd States, and duly protested tut non-aeeeptanee or non-payment, 
ate now settled at the current rate of exchange and interest, and five percent dania« 
ges ; antl, if the Bill be drawn upon any place beyond the Cape of Good Hope, twenty 
per rem. damages. The rale of dumagei in Mii-ssaclmfteits, on inland BdN, payable 
out of the Slate, and drawn or indorsed within the Stale, and duly protested for non- 
acceptance or non-payment, is two per cent, in aMition to the contents of the Bill, with 
interest and ooste, if payable in any other New England State, or New York ; and 
three per cent, if payable in New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ddaware, hnd Sbryland ; and 
fi)arpercent.,if payable in Virginia, District of Columbia, North Carolina, South Car- 
olina, or Georda ; and litre pefT cent., if payable in any otberof the United States, or the 

Territorie.s thereof. 

In Khode Island^ the rule formerly was, according to the Revised Code, in 1776, on 
Billa retttmad frdm beyond sea, protested for non-acceptance or nou-payinent^ ten per 
oent. damages, besides interest and costs. 

The rule of damages in CtmneeHeutt on Bills returned protested, and drawn on any 
person in New York, is two per cent, upon the principal snm spec ified in the Bill ; in 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Maine, Massacliusetts, Rhode island, New York, (city of 
New York excepted,) New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, or 
Territory of Columbia, three per cent. ; in North Carolina, South Carolina, Ohio, or 
Georgia, five per cent ; in any oilier part of the United States, eight per cent, npon such 
principal sum, and to be in lien of interest and all other ohaiges, and withont any refill^ 
ence to the rate of ex<^nge. 

The rate of damajtes on Bills drawn and payable within the Unit'^!l States, or other 
parts of North America, was, in 1S19, regulated in iVrM» York by slalule, and the tlam- 
ages fixed at five, or seven and a hall', or ten per cenU, according to the distance or situ- 
ation of the place, on which the Bill was drawn. . But, by the new Revised Stataies, 
which went inlo operation on the 1st of Jannary, 1830, the demises on Bills, foreign and 
Inland, were made the snlQcct of a more extensive regnlation. They provide, that, upon 
Bills drawn ornegotiated within the State, upon any person, at any place within the 
six States east of New York, or in New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Delaware, Mar^'- 
land, Viruinia, or the District of Columbia, the damages to be allowed and paid, upon 
the usual protest fur non-acceptance or non-paymeiu, to the holder of the Bill, as pur- 
chaaerthereol^ or of aome mterest therein^ for a trainable consideration, shall be three 
pwcent. upon the principal earn specified in the Bill; and npon any person at any 
place within the States of North Corolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee, five per cent. ; and upon any person in any other State or Territory of the 
Uniml States, or at any other plane on, or adjacent tU| this continent, and north of the

But the holder will be entitled to 
demand ud recover interest npon the aggregate tnoont of the principal eam epedfied 
in the BUI, and the danuigee, (torn die time of noiiee of the pioteei Ibr aon-aoceptanca, 
or notice of a demand and protect for non-payment. If the contents of the BUI be ex- 
pressed in the money of iic( <)\ini <.f the T^iiiied Stittca, the mnount due thereon, and the 
datnug^c-s allowed for the non-payment, ure to be az^c-L-riained and determined, wiihout 
reference to the rate of exchange existing between New York and the place on which 
the BiU if dra.wn. Bnt, if the ciMitenla of the BiU be expreaeed in the money of •cconi^ 
or earrency of eny foreign conmry) then the amount dae, ezdnaiviB oflho dnnufet^ ii to 
boMcennined and determined by the rote of exchange, or the vnlneof atidi foreign 
currency, at the time of the demand of payment. 

In P^nns^flvania, the rule, for a century past. wa« twenty per cent, damages, in li'-a 
of reexchange ; but by statute, in 1821, five per cent, damages were allowed upon Bills 
drawn upon any person in any other of tlie United Stales, except Louisiana ; if on 
Loniiiann, or any other pnrt of North America, except the Northweat Conat and ICez- 
ioo, ten per eent. ; if on Mexieo, the Spaniah Main, or the ialnnda on the eonat of Africa, 
fltlecn per eenl. ; and twenty per cent, upon prote:$ied BUIeon Europe, and twenty-five 
per cent, upon other forri^rji Bills, in lieu of all char^re«, except the protest, and tiie 
amount of the Bill i^^ to he as<>ertained and determined al the rate of exchange. 

In yianfkmti^ the rule, by statute, u fifteen per cent, damages, and the amount of the 
BUI Mcertaiaed ttdiv eorrmt nie of exchange, or the nte tequMie lo pacehnao agood 
Bill of the aame time of payment, upon the enme place* 

In TTrirmta and StnttJi CanUna^ the damagea, by aintitte, are fifteen percent. 

In -V-7/7/i Carolina^ by statute, in 1825, damages on protested Bills, drawn or indorsed 
in that State, and pnyn!)!e in any otlier part of the United States, except Louisinnn. are 
six per cent. ; payable in any oilier purl oi IVarth America, except the "West India 
latands, ten per cent.; payable in South America, the African Ulands, or Europe, 
fiileen per cent. ; and payable elsewhere, twenty per cent 

The dam^fea m Qwrgia^ by Hamte, in iaS7, on BUle drawn on a pcraon in anotlier 
State, and protested for non-payment, are five per cent. ; and on fbreign Bill*, protested 
for non-payment, are ten per cent., toi^^other with the usual expencei and interest, and 
the principal to be settled at the current rate of exchange. 

The damages on Bills, drawn in the Stale oi Alabama^ on any person resident within 
the Slate, are ten per omt. | and on any person oat of it, and within the United Stales, 
are fiOcea per cent. ; and on persons out of tiie United States, twenty per cent, on Iba 
cum drawn for, together with inddental charges and interest. 

In Louisiana^ 'm l^OS, the rate of damages, upon the prof^-t for non-acceptanee or 
non-payment of bills of cxchanire, drawn on, and pnyaMe m foreign countries, was 
declared by statute to be ten per cent. ; and u\ any other Slate in the United States, five 
per cent., together widi interest on the aggregate amount of principal anddamagea* On 
protested Bills, drawn and payable within the United States, the damages itidnde all 
diarges, such as preminms, and expenses, and interest on those damages, bat nothing 
for the difference of exchnntrc. 

Tn Mhsissij^i^xhG damage* on inland Bills, protested tor non-payment, are five per 
cent. ; if drawn on any peraon resident out of the Uwited States, ten per cent. 

The damages in Tmnessee^ by statute, in 1830, on protested BUls, over and above dia 
pritMipal sum, and diarges of protest, and interest on the prindpal sum, damages, and 
charge of protest from the time of notice, are three per cent, on the prindpal sum, if tha 
Bill be drsMm upon any person in the United Slates ; and fifteen per cent., if up*>n any 
person \n nny oi]ii«r phice or Sti'fe in North Amcrirn. 1 i i I^Tin^ on the Gulfof Mexico, 
er nth^ West Indies | and twenty per cent., if upon a person in any other part pf ^e 
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wolld. TheM dumget we ia Uea ofintentt, and iH other eheifes, exeept die elniges 
nf pRMeel, to die time of notiee of the proieat, and demend of payment. 

In KnUmkSf the damages on foreign Bills, protested A>r non-aeceplanee or non-pay- 
ment, nre ten per rrnt. 

The damages in Iiniinna and ll'innis, on fnrrifrn bills, are teti per cent. ; and on BilU 
drawn on any person out ot' the biatc ajiU wiihiu the Uuitcd Stales, are five per cent, in 
addition to ilie oosts and dmiges. 

In Miaaouri, the damages on Bills of Bxdiaagei drawn or negotiated within the State, 
and protested Ibr non>nceeplance or non-payment^ against the drawer and indoraer, 
arc r«iur per cent, on the principal torn ; if drawn on any person out of the Stale, Imt 
within t!ie T^iiied Stut*"?, ten percent. ; if out of the United Bintes, twenty per cent*] 
the snnic rale oi" dainujrcs as atrainst tlie accopior on non-payment. 

Tlie inconveuienee uiii waul uf uniibrmity iii itio rulu of damages, in the laws of the 
•everal States, is very great, and has been strongly felt. The mischleft to eommeree, 
and perplexity to onr merebants, resalting from such discordant and shifting regnla^ 
tions, have been ably, justly, and frequently nrged npoti ihe consideration of Congiess; 
and ilie rii:hi of Congress to regulate, by f^mr uniform rule, ihe rate anti rule of recoveiy 
of darn;ii,'es upon protested foreijin Bills, or Bills drawn in one Slate upon another, 
under the power in the Constitution, * to regulate commerce with foreign nations, and 
among the sevend States,' and the expediency of the exercise of that right, have been 
well, and I think eonelnsively, shown in the official docnmeulB, wUdi have been pre- 
pared on that subject.

It appears from the statistics given In the Lutheran Almanac, for 1843, 
that there are in the United States, 1 General Synod, 19 District Synods,

communicants. 

During the year ending July, 1842, there has been an addition of 58 to 
the Ministry, of 9,022 to the membership by confirmation, of 17,70G adults 
and infants by baptism, and of 9,000 by immigration.

On the 31st day of BecemW, 1842, the public debt amounted to 
$1,725,362 67. Of this sum, $132,186 22, bears interest at the rate of 5 
per cent. — 66,000 at the rate of 5^ per cent., and $1,527,176 45 at the 
lEte of 6 per cent. On $1,117,362 67, the interest is pajrable annually, 
and on 608,000, the interest is payable semi-annually.

Maine Hosi'ITal for the Insane. 

The number of patients during the year has ranged from 50 to 73, and 
averaged 62 1-6, showing a slight increase on the average of the year 
hefore. During the year there have been discharged 76, of whom 51 
were considered curable when admitted, and 25 incurable. Of the cura- 
ble cases, 36 were cured, 15 uncured ; in 6, the trial of hospital treatment 
was deemed clearly insufficient. Of the 36 cured, 5 were periodical, and 
will probably be attacked again. There remained in the hospital, at the 
date of the report, Dec. 31, 1842, 65 patients. 

The expenditures of the current ^ear are estimated at $8,254 72, of 
which $7,190 69 are anticipated from the resources of the institution, 
leaving $1,064 03 to be made up by an appropriation. The expenses of 
last year were $8,817 73, of which $947 were for permanent improve- 
ments and extra expenses.

By ihe new constitution, the Judges of the Supreme Court, instead of 
))eing elected uMiually, as heretofore, are to hold their offices until they 
are removed by a resolution passed by both Houses of the Assembly, and 
voted for bv a maioritv of tlie members elected to each House. Bv an 
act of the Legislature, passeil in June, I'^ H, the Courts of Common Pleas 
are completely reformed. The Court of Common Pleas in each of the 
five counties is to consist of a Justice of the Supreme Court, who is to sit 
as Chief Justice, and two Associate Justices, who are elected for each 
county. Tlie Justice of the Suprennc Court, who sits in the Common 
Pleas, is not to sit in the Supreme Court on appeals tVoiu his own de- 
cisions. The Associate Judges of the Common Pleas, Sheriffs, Clerks, 
&c., are elected annually by the Legislature.

By an act of the General Assembly, passed January, 1828, a permanent 
school fund was commenced, which was invested in bank stock, aad now 
amounts to upwards of $50,000. The sum of $25,000 per annum is paid 
from the State treasury to the school committees of the several towns 
for the support of public schools. The interest of this State's portion of 
the deposit of the United States' surplus revenue, and also moneys aris- 
ing from sevml other aourcea, are also applied to the aupport of public 
schools.

Histmy and ConeHiion of the School IW. 

In 1705, the General Assembly aulhori^rd a Comnuttee of ei^ht per- 
sons to sell the lands, (called the Western iv srrv*;,) which Connecticut 
had reserved in its deed of cession lo the T lu i d States, and to appro- 
priate the avails to a perpetual fund for the support of common schools. 
The sales amounted to $1,120,000. The management of the fund con- 
tinued, till 1800, in the hands of the committee, when it was transferred 
lo a Board of four Mana^'ers," of wliich the treasurer of the State was, 
ex officio, a memlier. In I blO, it was found that the interest was largely 
in arreara, and that the capital itself was likely to suffer material diminu- 
tion, from the insolvency and insuflicient securities of the holders. The 
Legislaiure promptly applied the remedy, hy substituting a single com- 
missioner of the highest character for public services and c»i ii led integrity 
in place of an unwieldy Board. The Hon. James Hillhouse, then a 
member of the United States Senate, was appointed. Without a single 
liti^ted suit, or a dollar paid for counsel, he reduced the disordered man- 
agcnient to in elficient system, disentangled its atlairs frcna loose personal 
securities and indebted estates, made it productive of a regular, aud 

increasing dividend, aiid converted its doubuul claims mio well secured 
and solid capital. During the fifteen years of his aduniHstrifion, the 
capital was augmented to $1,719,434.24, and the diMileiid increased liom 
$45,000 to $72,118.30, or an average of $52,001.35 a year. In 1825, Mr. 
Hillhouse resigned, and the present incumbent, the Hon. Selh V. Bcurs, 
was appointed Commissioner, whu li'ds |>nr>ucd substantially the policy 
of his predecessor. During the 18 years of hib administration, the capital 
has been augmented to 5>2,044, 354.87, and the annual dividends to 
$118,496.00, or to SI. 40 for every child between the ages of 4 and 16, 
The entire sum divided during the 40 years, since the first division was 
made, is $2,845,204.73, or 6800,000 more than the original capitaL

Last year, there were 183 districts which had not made a report at the 
termination of the year. This promptness may, in part, he attributed to

To thia should be added the debt ol the city 
of Baltimore, incurred in the cause of public improvemoBt, whicb 
amounts to 94,780.000. Six per cent, interest on these two bxsob im 
$870,000, annually chargeable upon the whole property cf the State, as>> 
sessed at SI 96,751,149, requiring a permanent tax uf seventy-OBe seats on 
the hundred dollars for the city of Baltimore, and thirty-one cents for the 
residue of the State. Besides this permanent debt, there is $S59,650 due 
to the State Banks, to the Barings, and to the holders of State bonds on 
December 1, 1842, ibr interest in arrears. The income Droni sources 
ether than the direct tax, is about equal to the ordinary expenses.

In this Court, there are two 
judges; one on the law side, with a salary of Sl,S00j the other on the 
chancery side with a salary of 82.000. On the death, resignation, or re- 
moval of eitlier of the two judges now attached to this court, his duties 
are to devolve on the other, without any increase of salary. In all the 
other circuits, the chancery and common law jurisdictions are hleiided in 
the same judges, each of whom has a ealaiy oi ^i,GOO,aiid ^4. ioi every 20 
miles of oecessaiy tidvelliog.

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A Circuit Superior Court of Law and Chancery is held twice every 
year ia each county and corporation. 

The judges who hold the Circuit Courts, are also required to hold 
every year, two terms of the General Court in the Capitol at Richmond. 
It is the duty of fifteen of the judges to attend this Court, eleven beinj^ 
necessary Lo lurm a quorum. One term begins on the last Monday in 
June ; the other, on the ir)ih of December. The judges are required to 
arrange themselves into four classes, of five judges each, one of whom is 
exempt, in rotation, from attending the court. 

The General Court has appellate jurisdiction in the last resort in crim- 
inal cases: also, original jurisdirlion of probates and administrations, and 
Bonie ( kiiiiis of the Commonwealth. lis judges, or a portion of them, sit 
as a special Court of Appeals, in cases in which the judges of the Court 
of Appeals, piopeij axe disquaMed by interest or otherwise. 

Onrnty Courtt, 

A County Court sits in each County every month, held by four or 
more Justices of the Peace. These Courts, formed of plain farmers or 
country gentlemen, are invested with a jurisdiction wider than that of 
any other Court in the State, coverinE^ almost the whole field of cogniz- 
ance, civil, criminal, leg'il, and equitable. Any one Justice can hold a 
Court with jurisdiction over all causes in which the value does not exceed 
$20. At the monthly and quarterly sessions, which are held by four or 
more Justices, deeds and wills may be proved, and chancery matters and 
suits at common law be heard and determined, Avith a right of appeal to 
a Superior Court, when the value at issue amounts to SlOOand upwards. 
These Courts, exclusively, try slaves for all oiTences; and they examine 
free persons charged with felony, previously to their trial in the Circuit 
Court. Tree Negioes and Indians are on the same footing with slaves. 

Finances.

The Stote debt, inelBding what was eieated for sobscription to banks, 
and the war debt, and diminished by the amount of the sinking fund, and 
by the State stock held by the Board of Fnblie Works, amounts to 
$7,409,166. The annual interest on this debt is #433,960. The oidinaiy 
expenses of government, as estimated for 1843, amount to $457,000 ; mak- 
ing the whole annual charge $890,960. The- income of the State for the 
year is estimated at 9672,030, of which $652,500 is produced by taxes and 
oxdinaiy sources, $49,242 by the bonus on bank capital, and $153,100 by 
the income of bank stock owned by the State. In addition to the amount 
of indebtedness above mentioned, the State is liable, through its guaranty 
ot the James Biver and Kenawba Company bonds, the old James River 
Company divideifils, add to flie Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, for S2,S72,520 ; 
making Uie total debts and liabilities of the Commou wealth, $1 0,281, 0&6.

The Supreme Cooit holds two sessions in each year, in the City of Ra- 
leigh ; to wit, on the second Monday in June and the last Monday in De- 
cember; and continues to sit at each term until all the business on the 
docket is determined, or continued upon good cause shown. It has power 
to hear and determine all questions at law, brought before it by appeal 
fiom a Superior Court of Law, and to hear and determine all cases in 
equity, bnnight befon it by a^ieal ffom a C6nrt of Equity, or removed 
there by the parties thereto. It has original and exclusive juiisdiction in 
xepealing letters patent, and also has power to issue writs of certiorari^ 
§dr9 /wiot, kabtOB cerpiit, iiMMidamMf , and all other writs which may be 
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proper and necessary for the exercise of its jurisdiction, aad agreeable to 
the principles and usages of law. 

The Judges of the Supreme and the Superior Courts are elected by 
joint ballot of both houses of the General Assembly, hold their offices 
during e:ood behaviour, and, under a provision in the aoientlnients to the 
constitution of the State, their salaries cannot be diminished during their 
continuance in office.

As 
Judges of the Superior Courts of Iaw, they have jurisdiction of all pleas, 
real, personal, and mixed } of all suits and demands relative to legacies, 
filial portions, and estates of intestates , and also, of all pleas of the State 
and criminal matters of what nature, degree, or denomination soever, 
whether brought before them by original or mesne process, or by certiorari, 
writs of error, appeal from any inferior Court, or by any other way or 
means whatsoever. As Judges of the Courts of Equity, they have all 
the jurisdiction and powers appertaining to Courts of Chancery.

Railroads. 

The CaOrd JtaUraadf from Savannali to Macon, 190 milei, ii now com* 
pleted and in operation. The capital stock of the company is $3,000,000, 
with banking powers. The receipts on this railroad, for the year ending 
on the 1st of April, 1843, when it was completed only for 148 miles, 
amounted to 8248,020) and the expenses to $100,819, making a net profit 
of $138,207. The receipts from passengers were less by about $10,000 
than in the preceding year, there being a fidling off of 3,700 in the num- 
ber of passengers. The number of passengers was 19,075 j receipts, 
$61,935. The receipts from freight amounted to $154,165, which is an 
increase of $35,000 over the receipts of the preceding year. The receipts 
for conveyance of the mail, rents, storage, &c., amounted to $31,926. 
The quantity of cotton transported was 63,276 bales. 

The Monroe Railroad commences at .Macon, passes through Forsyth and 
Griffin, is 101 miles long, and unites with the State road at Whitehall, 
PeKalb county. It is now nearly completed. 

The Weztem and Atlantic Railroad is a State work, and will be 118 miles 
in length, from Whitehall, as above, to Rosses landing, on the Tennessee 
river, near the Georgia and Tennessee State line. It was commenced 
eerly in 1839, and 6St nsiles ait now in operation. 

The JSSmusee BaXbroad^ 04^ Bules in length, is to extend fipom Knox* 
Tille, Tenn., to the Georgia State line, where it will unite with the West* 
em and Atlantic railroad. This road has been eeveial years in progress, 
and will probably soon be completed. 

The length of rmlroad communication between Knoxville and Savan- 
nah, will be 503)|^ miles, viz: Hiwassee railroad, 94>^; Western and 
Atlantic, 118; Monroe, 101 j Central, 190 mHes. The distance to Charles* 
ton, S. C, will be rather more, viz: Hiwassee, 94)^; Western and Atlan« 
tic, 118. From Whitehall to Madison, Georgia, about 75 ; Madison to 
Augusta, by the Georgia railroad, 101 ; Augusta to Charleston, by the 
South Carolina railroad, 136 miles. Total from Knoxville to Charleston, 
5273^ miles. The distance from Washington city to Knoxville, is stated 
at 51G miles.

The judges of the Supreme and Circuit Courts, and also the Chancel- 
lors, are elected by a joint vote of the two Houses of the General Assem- 
bly, tor six years.

The total amount of outstanding bonds of the State of Alabama, on 
the Ist day of November, 1&12, was nine million eight hundred and thirty 
four thousand fire hundred and fifty- five dollars, according to the report 
of the Cashier of the State Bank. The amount has not been increased. 

The legislature, at its session in 1843, passed an act laying a tax of 20. 
cents per hundred dollars on real estate, and specific taxes upon other 
species of property, sales at auction, &c. It is supposed there will be 
realized from this tax about $250,000 ; which will be sufficient to defray 
the expenses of government, and leave a balance of about $100,000 for 
other purposes. The following is a specimen of the items in the bill: 

Slaves under ten years of age, ten cents each; over ten years, unless 
superannuated, sick, or disabled, 50 cents.

Tavern licenses, $10 ; licenses to retail liquor, $tSO each. 
Cotton stored in warehouses, 1 mill per hale.

On the 16th of Fehraaiy, 1841, the Legislatoie of the State passed a 
law, hj which it is made the duty of the. Couiicil of each Municipality 
to .enact ench oxdinances as may appear meet and proper for the oigan- 
isatimi, gOYemment, and discipline of one or more public schools in each 
Mttnicipalitj, for the gratuitous education of the children residing there- 
' in." Power is granted to levy taxes for the support of schools, and the 
Treasttxer of the State is requiied to pay annually, towards their support, 
the som of $2 J 6)^ cents for each and every taxable inhabitant in the 
seyeral municipalities. On the 23d of March, the council of the second 
municipality passed an ordinance providing for the election annually of 
four citizens from each ward, who, with a standins^ committee of the 
council on education, constitute the Board of Directors of Public 
Schools. To this board are couiiiulled the entire management and su- 
perintendence of the school, the choice of books and teachers, the studies, 
discipline, &c. To insure the working of the system, the lion. J. A. Shaw, 
formerly a member of the Senate of Massachusetts, and a teacher of great 
experience and success, was employed, at a liberal salary, to devote his 
whole time to the organization of the schools, and to the introduction of 
the best methods of instruction and government. School-rooms were 
hired, and teachers employed on a liberal salary, and the first school was 
opened near the close of iSil, with only twenty-six pupils of both sexes* 
In less than a month, three hundred and 7iiiictecn pupils had been re^tered, 
and at the expiration of a year, fifteen hundred and fifty liad joined the 
several schools, while the daily attendance exceeded one thousand. This 
result will compare favorably with the returns of any of our northern 
cities. When in complete operation, the system will embrace three 
grades of schools, viz., primary, intermediate, and high; the last is not yet 
established. The primary schools are all taught by females ; the inter- 
mediate schools for boys, by males, assisted by females ; and those for girls, 
-by a female principal and female assistants. The teachers are paid lib- 
erally, as compared with their comp«n8atibn elsewhere ; the snperinten- 
dent receiving $2,500, and the male assistants each $1,200; the iemale 
principal $1,000, and the female assistants each $500. In addition to the 
ordinary studies pursued in common schools, vocal music is t^nght as a 
regular branch under a teacher, who visits each school for this purpose 
three times a week, and with the happiest results. The teachers are 
required to assemble together semi-monthly, with the superintendent 
and a committee of the board of directors, for conversation and dispunipa 
of topics connected with the improvement of the schopls. Connected 
with the public schools, a library of books soitahle for teachers and 
scholars has been commenced, which numbers at this time oyer 300 
volumes. One new school-house has been constructed, in the centre ol 
a Bpacioas lot, with most of the recent improvements. The auuu^ 
expenses of the system will be about $13,000.

The most important of the works of internal improvement, is the 
CnUral Bail Eoad, now completed, and in full operation to Jackson, SO 
miles from Detroit. The Soufho-n Jxnil Road is completed, and in opera- 
tion as far as Adrian, 36 miles from Monroe. The legislature at its last 
session appro])riated the procet Is of Imth roads, for the ironing of the 
former to Marshall, 30 miles farther west, and the latter to Hillsdale, 32 
miles farther west; and it is expected that both roads will be completed 
to those places respectively, by the first of September, 1843. At the 
same session, the proceeds, or value of 150,000 acres of State lands were 
appropriated for the extension of the Central road westward to Kalama* 
zoo, 34 miles from Marshall, the whole of which part of the route has 
since heen let, and is now under contract. This road is designed to extend 
fiom Detroit to St. Joseph, on lake JBdichigan. The ftcilities afforded by 
this route, being the cheapest and most expeditious, are of great impor- 
tance to the traveller to and from Chicago, and the liur West; it is also, 
DOW, a source of profit and revenue to the State, having the last year paid, 
from its net proceeds, the interest on its cost, although mostly construct* 
ed at a period of " high prices." The other State works are either tern* 
poiarily suspended, or abandoned. The Erie and Kalamazoo Hail Road 
is constructed hy a private company, and is in opeiation from Toledo to 
Adrian, 30 miles. The Betioit and Pontine Rail Road, also constructed 
ly a private company, is in operatioa from the former to the latter place, 
85 miles.

The TTniversity of Michigan is established at Ann Arbor, under a fae* 
ulty consisting of a Professor of Languages, Professor of Mathematics, 
Professor of Geology, Mineralogy, and Chemistry, and Professor of 
Botany and Zoology, to which will shortly be added Professors of BdUi 
LeUre$f and of the Moral Sciences. The Legislative Grovernment is vest- 
ed in a board of 12 Regents, appointed by the Governor and Senate. The 
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Governor, Lieut. Governor, Judges of Supreme Court, and Cliancellor of 
the State, are ex officio members, and the Governor is President of the 
board. The University comprises three departments: 1.^'. Lii rj ttTirf , 
Science, and the Arts; 2d, Law; 3d, Medicine; anditis in pus&r-sioTi of 
15.000 specimens Botany, 10,000 in Geology, 8,000 in Mireralog), and

per acre. The estimated expense for a course of stiidie?? in all the de- 
partments, for the full term of four years, including tuition, board, «nd 
incidental chains, is $378, or S9iM annually. At the commeneement 
of the year, there were, in the University proper, and in the preparatory 
department, 52 students. Branches of the University are established at 
Detroit, Ann Arbor, Tecumaeh, Kalamazoo, and White Pigeon, in all of 
which tiieie aie 174 students.

The judges are elected by the legislature, and hold their offices during 
good behavior. Five constitute a quorum. The judges all perform 
circuit duties, the State being divided into nine eirenits, or preside in the 
Circuit Courts. There are nine State's Attorneys, who nre elected by 
the legislature bienially. Salary, $350 and fees. 

The only other courts now in the State, are those held by probate 
jnstiees and jottices of the peace. The fonner have jnnadietioii in 
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aetkmi of debt or Mtmnpiit by or agunit idmuiiitnitoiii fcc, whm the 
amoant in controvony doos not exceed $1,000, and the gsnend powers 
of prolmte eoorti. The latter have jaiiadictioii in actions of debt or 
assnmpsit, not exceeding in amount $100; and ezdnsiYe jurisdiction in 
cases of assaults and battery. In trespass to personal property and tro- 
ver, where the damages claimed do^not exceed $S0^ justices of the peace 
haye also jorisdiction. 

In aU suits for debts, where the damages claimed exceed $20, the Cir- 
cuit Courts have jurisdiction, and they are Superior Courts of general 
jurisdiction, both civil and criminal. 

The Governor and justices of the Supreme Court constitute a Council 
of Kevision, which act upon all laws, either approving or disapproving 
them.

Returns to two oiden of the House of Commons have been lately laid 
More the House, exhibiting the annual amount of eacports and imports, 
and of the shipping employed between the ports of the United States and 
Great Britain, for the last ten years. ' The amount in value of exports 
from Great Britain to the United States was extremely variable, having 
risen in 1S36 to £12,425,605, and fallen in the next year to £4,695,225. 
The amount, or rather the value, was smallest in 1842, viz. £3,528,807, 
having been, in 1832, more than double, viz. £7,579,699. The greatest 
falling off was in cotton and woollen manufactures, the amount of the 
former having been in 1832, .£1,733,047, and in 1842, only £487,270 j and 
of the latter, in 1S32, £2,2S9,SS3, and in 1 842, £892,335. In one other 
article, however, the proportion of diminution was still greater than tliat 
of "woollen goods, viz. the silk manufacture. The value of silk goods 
exported to the United States in 1832, was £251,278, and in 1842, only 
£81,243. 

In the impoiU in the mean time, as well as in the tonn u^e of both na- 
tions, there was an increase. The amount of cotton imported in 1S33 
was 237,500,7 lbs., and in 1842, 414,030,779 lbs. Tobacco in 1833| 
20,748,317 lbs. j in 1842, 38,618,012 lbs.

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April 5.— At Brighton, England, Patrick Kelly ^ L. i. i)., aged 86. He 
iras well known in the literary and scientific world, by his clear and able 
treatises on several branches of science. His great work, the " Universal 
Cambist," in which he had the assistance of government through their 
fbrriq-n consolates, is justly considered a standard authority on the points 
of which it treats, and will be a lasting monument of his talent and in- 
dustry. He published, also, " A Practical Introduction to Spherics and 
Nautical Astronomy," a volume of " Astronomical Computations," a 
treatise on Metrology, or an Exposition of Weights and Measures," and 
leveral other scientific works. 

June 11. — In London, England, Rev. JSUxandcr Cromhky X. L. D., 
JFl R, i&, aged 80. Dr. Crombie was bom at Aberdeen, in 1760, and edu< 
eated at the 3fiarisehal College In that city, where he took the degree of 
A. M., about 1777, and was created L. L. D. in 1798. He resided for some 
years at Highgate, where he occasionally officiated as pastor of a Presby- 
terian society, and kept a private school, as he did aAerwards at Green- 
wich, Sat seventeen years, with great success. He subsequently obtained 
a large fortune by the unexpected bequest of a distant relative. He 
published a number of works, among the more distinguished of which 
were the Ibllowing: ** A Defence of Philosophical Necessity.** 1793. 8vo. 

The Etymology ani Syntax of the English Language Ejq|>lained." 
1802. 8vo. 4th edit 1836. « Gymnasium, sive Symbola Critica." 1812* 
3 vols. 8vo. 5tk edit. 1834. " Natural Theology; or Essays on the Ex- 
istence of Deity, and of Providence, on the ^materiality of the Soul, 
and a Future State." 1829. 2 vols. 8vo. ** He possessed, in the highest 
degree, a keen and penetmting intellect As a scholar and a critic, a 
metaphysician and a theologian, his name has long stood high among the 
first writers of the land.** 

June 21. —In London, England, JI6*. IVMrertcX; F. Fafet, aged 45, the 
manager of the Adelphi Theatre. He first distinguished himself as an 
imitator of various chaAeters, after the manner of the elder Matthews, 
with whom he was for a time uiociated in giving piofoseional entertain- 
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ments. In a wide rzngf! of comedy and tragedy, he exhibited a degree of 
skill, versatility, and genius, such as few of his contemporaries could 
reach. 

Aug. 1. — Near Kilkenny, Ireland, in his i2d year, Jo/in Banim^ E^^q., 
a popular Irish novelist. Hp beijan his literary career when very young, 
and was quite successful, ihoui^h he was much distressed by pecuniary 
diliiculties. In ihe latter ])rirt of his lile, he enjoyed a pension of ,£150 a 
year from the government. Amons: tlie most successful-of his novels 
were " The O'Hara Tales," " The iioyne Water," and " The Smuggler." 

Aug. 20. — At Walton-upon-Thames, Enj^land, William Maginn, L.L.D.^ 
in his 40th year. He was a native ot the city ot Cork, and at a very early 
^■j^c j^raduatcd at the UniverFily of Dublin with distinguished honor. He 
was one of the earliest correspondents of the Literary Gazette, and in 
ISIS- JO was a constant contributor, under the soubriquet of" O Do lerty," 
to Blackwood's Masi-azine. Coming to London in 18*^3, he continued his 
literary pursuits with great vigor and activity. He published a romance 
called " Whitehall," and became connected with the " Stniidirtl " news- 
paper, which his skill as a political controversialist, hg'titing on the Tory 
or Conservative side, raised in reputation and efficacy as the organ of a 
great party in the state. In the latter part of his life, he was connected with 
Fraser's Magazine, and his contributions to this journal alone are enough 
to establish bis fame as an able critic and accomplished scholar. He was 
a good linguist, endowed with a rich fancy, and full of riotous, extrava- 
gant humor. In private life, he was social, warm-hearted, and thought- 
less, and his convivial habits injured his fortunes. He died poor, leaving 
a small family dependent on his friends. 

Sept. 21. — At Hampstead. England, aged 77, /offiet Jvory, 1*. JR. a 
member of the Listitute of France. He was a mathematician of the 
highest rank, the result of his inquiries being given to the world in ni> 
merous elaborate memoirs, most of which were published in the Philo* 
Bophical Transactions. 

Sept 20. — At Knightsb ridge, England, the Hon. Bichard WellesUy^ 
Marqueu Wdlesley^ aged 82. He was born in Dublin, June 20, 1760, being 
the eldest son of the Earl of Mornington. He was educated at Eton 
College and the University of Oxford, and gained ^any honors from his 
classical attainments, for which he was distinguished through life. His 
younger brothers, the Duke of Wellington among the nnmbor, attained 
some distinction in this way, but the eldest member of the &mily far 
surpassed them* He entered public life at an early period, becoming a 
member of the House of Commons in 1784, and a Lord of the Treasury in 
1786. He took an active part in the debates of the stormy period which 
followed, and showed great hostility to the principles of the French revo- 
lution. In July, 1707, he was appointed to succeed Lord Cornwatlis as 
Govemor'General of India, when he was created a peer of England. Hia 
administiation of Indian affidn was veiy prosperous, the British power 
in that country being built np mainly under his rule, and by the q^ndid 
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tnilitaij aehitvements of his l»rotb«r, the future Buke of Wellington. In 
180«f| he was recalled at his own request, and, in 1809, he was appointed 
ambeiMulorto Spain, and landed at Cadiz on the day when the hat tic of 
Talaveia wm fought By hie diplomacy, he rendered important aid to the 
urns of hie brother. Af^r his letum to England, he joined the Ministry 
under Mr. Pereivali heeoming Secretary of Foreign Affairs, which office 
be held fitom 1809 to 1818, when he withdiew, because he differed firom 
his eoUeagnee on the Catholic question. He came into power again in 
1832, as Lord-Lieatenantof Ireland, which office he retained till 1828, and 
held it again for about a year in 1834, under Earl Grey's administiation. 
In 1835) he retired from public life. He had published several political 
pamphlets, and a few years since, he printed a volume of Latin poems, 
written with singular taste and elegance. His great mental powers re> 
mined' unimpaired till the close of his long life. 

Oet 29. — In London, England, JUan Ommuiglum, ^.,aged 56. Bom 
of humble parentage, he was taken from school when eleven years old, 
and apprenticed to a stone mason. His earliest appearance in print was 
a» a contributor to Cromek's " Remains of Nithsdale and Galloway 
Bong.** Most of the fragments whidi there bear his name were fobri* 
cated by him, and some of the ballads are exquisitely tender and beau- 
tiful. In 1810, he came to London to seek his fortune, and tried most of 
the means of which a literary man can avail himself. He wrote for the 
newspapers, and published two novels, Paul Jones," and " Sir Michael 
Scott ; " a drama, " Sir Marmaduke Maxwell," and a volume entitled " the 
Songs of Scotland." Finally, he obtained a situation in^the studio of 
Sir Francis Chantrey, as his book-keeper and amanuensis, where he re* 
mained till his death. It is believed, that Chantrey was much indebted 
to him for the marks of imagination and foncy which appear in t^ woiks 
of the great sculptor. Cunningham wrote frequently for the press, after 
he obtained this situation. His "British Painters, Sculptors, and 
chitects," ill iive volumes, included in the Family Library," d^sierv^ly 
became a popular work. He put the finishing touch to his Memoirs of 
Sir David Wilkie " but two days before his own decease. 

Oct. 3 i . — In London, Xn^iland, Solomon Benchdl, D. D,, aged ^2, Chief 
Babbi of the German and Polish Jews In England. He was a Balj^of 
the Great Sv na;,^ogue for 41 years. He was a majestic figure^ w^tl^; the 
look of one of the " Old Fathers," and his long white beiCrd ai^l t^ dig- 
nified person rendered him an object of considerable^ rn^k in the ;S)^t8 
of London. 1 lis obsequies were performed with great solemn ity^^^ ^ ■ 

Xov. T). — At Tottenham, England, WUUam Honr, aged Q3, t^jpr^- 
known author of the " Every Day Book," and other works., ip^lflPM 
<inuch distinguished at one lime as a writer of political satireit.ai\4,,T^ftS 
prosecuted for a libel on government. Ho defended himself at th^ 
exhibiting extraordinary power of language and argument, a^d, yw^^J^^ 
i|^tle4 1^*^ ^^^^ quite pjoor, leaving ^■ Jcpciidcnl i^mily. ..^ ^^^ <

• Dee. 10.— Near Slnewslrary, England, the J&fftt Horn. Bowtamd JSII, 
Fweount J9!2Z, aged 70, the well known coadjutor of the Bake of WeiUngw 
ton in the Peninanlar campaigns, and from 1898 to 1842, Commandei^in- 
chief of the firitiah army. The following victoriea are enamomted on 
his monnmental column, near Shrewsharf, at all of which he was high 
in command, and eontrihoted materially to the snccess of the British 
aims Boleia, Vtmieta, Comana, Donvo, Talavera, -Bnsaco, Arrayo del 
Molino, Almarez, Vittoria, Pytenees, Nivelle, Nive, Hilletto, Orthez, 
Aiie, Taibes, Totdouse, and Waterioo. 

Dec. 27. — At Studley Priory, England, in his 8jtth year, Sir Jkxamdm 
Croke, D. C. L., formerly Judsre of the Vice- Admiralty Conrt at Haliftix, 
N. S. He was quite a vulummous writer on subjects of law, politics, 
and general literature. 

Dec. 27. — In Chester, En2:l'and, aged 73, Riv. Francis JVrangham^ 
F. S. A.^ late Archdeacon of the East Riding of York, much distinguished 
as a poet, antiquarian, and general scholar. 

1843. 

Jan. 25. — Assassinated in the street, in London, in his 51st year, Fid- 
vmrd Drmmondi 7v 7 Private Secretary to Sir Robert Peel. " As Pri- 
vate Secretary to the Earl of Ripon, when Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
he displayed those qualifications which recommended him successively 
to the notice of Mr. Canning, the Duke of Wellington, and Sir R. Peel. 
Under these statesmen, it was his lot to dischaige, for nearly twenty 
years, duties which are only inferior to those of a Cabinet minister, be- 
cause they are less coospicnons.^ 

Feb. 19.— At Boulogne sur Mer, France, Mkhad J. Qum, Esq,, aged 
47. He was well known to general readers as the author of " A Visit to 
Spain,*' A Steam Voyage down the Danube,*' and to a more limited 
circle as an extensive contributor to periodical publications. He edited 
the Monthly Review for seven years, 1825- 32, and was the first editor 
of the Dublin Review, which began in 1836. 

March 21. At Keswick, England, Bohert Soulhey, L. L. D., nged 68. 
He was bom at Bristol, Aug. 12,1774. He entered at Baliol College, 
Oxford, in 1792 ; but from his tendency to Soctnian opinions, he was 
induced to leave the university, in 1794. In the same year, he published 
his first volume of poems, in conjunction with his friend Lovel), and also 
look part in the famous FSntisocracy scheme, a Utopian plan, which was 
soon abandoned. In 1795, he married Miss Fricker, oi' linbtol, the sister 
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of Mit. Coleiidge. IiitbeMnaeyi«r,hu^Joaiiof Ave'^wupaUi^Md. 
He-fiaally MtaUuliied hii lesidence at Ke8wiek,in the lake eomitry, earlj 
in the piesent centuiy. In 1813, he wee appointed peet laraeatef leceived 
hie doctor's degree from Oxford in 1831, and in 1839, contracted a teeond 
man&age with Mies Caroline Bowles. It is well jknown, that at different 
times he was ofisied a baronetcy and a seat in Parliament, both of which 
he dedlhed. His most successful poems were ^ Thalmba,** ^ The Curse 
of Kehama," and " Roderick, the Last of the Goths.** Among his most 
important prose works, are the Letters of Espriella,'* the '* Colloquies 
with Sir Thomas More,*' tiie " Book of the Church," the " History of the 
Brazils," the " Life of Nelson, ' the " Life of Wesley," and that singular 
book, " The Doctor." Excess of mental labor at last overcame him, and 
for the last three years of his life, he was in a state of mental darkness. 
As a poet, his exuberance of imagination was never equalled and his mas- 
tery of versification never surpassed : as a prose writer, at once elef;:ant and 
forcible, his name will endure as lon£^ as ihc language in which he wrote. 
His property, amounting to about £12,000, is bequeathed to his children. 

April 21. — In Loudon, England, His Royal Highness, J I'Ec^nt us Frederick^ 
Duke of Sussex^ aged 70. He was the ninth child and Iiitli son of George 
the Third, and was born Jan. 27, 1773. The Duke was twice married, 
although neither of the marria|:jes received the sanction of the Royal Mar- 
riage Act; first, to Lady Augusta de Ameland Murray, at Rome, in April^ 
1793, and in London. Dec. 5, 1703. which marriage was declared null by 
the Prerogative Court in August tollowing. The issue of this marriage 
are, Sir Augur^ius Ue Kste, born January 13, IT'.M, and Ellen Augusta 
JVIademoi^olle d'Kste, born Aug. 11, 1801. Lady Augusta Murray sur- 
vived her separation from her illustrious husband until March, 1830. 
The Duke's second wife. Lady Cecilia (rore, daughter of the second Knrl 
of Arran, survives His Royal Highness. She was created Duchess of 
Invrrness, JNIarch the 30th, 1840. The Duke of Sussex was through 
life the constant encourager, (as far as his means allowed,) of learning 
and science, and the patron of all deserving aspirants in the various walks 
of art, as well as the benevolent supporter of most of the various chstfities 
which adorn and distinguish tiie British metropolis. 

May 18. — At Kingston, Canada, aged T)! . Sir Charhs Bn^ofAnXc Gov- 
ernor-General of the British North American provinces. He was born 
Sept. 23d, 1781, being the second son of William, first Lord Bagot. In 
1807, he acted as under secretary of state for foreign atfairs with Mr. 
Canning. He was appointed Minister to the Court of France, in 1814. 
In 1820, he was made ambassador to St. Petersburgh, and in 1824, ambas- 
sador to the Hague. On the dissolation of the Melbourne administra- 
tioD, he was appointed Governor- General of Canada, that office being 
made vacant by the deatli of Lord Sydenham. 

June 1?. — Tn Camden town, England, aged 42, RnK Samuel Kidd^ Pro- 
feaeor of Oriental and CliiAese liteiatuie in Univenity College, London;

His extiaoidinary powers for tiie acqui- 
sition of language, and tenacious memory for general literatoie, were 
displajred at a very early age. 

June 27.— in London, in his 65th year, Mr, Mm M«TAy, the dietin- 
gotshed publisher. In private life, Mr. Muriay was beloved by all who 
knew him ; and in kindness of heart, warmth of hos|ntality, and sincerity 
of friendship, has left few equals. As a publisher, his name is associated 
with those of all the most eminent men, who have adorned the literature 
of the present century ; many of them are still alive to lament his loss, and 
many have gone belbre him, leaving reputations which, living, ho did 
all that enlightened enteiprise and tiie noblest libemltty could do to 
fester, and for which his reward will be a feme as lasting, if not so splen- 
did, as their own. In after ages, the name of Byron preeminently, and 
of Scotl, Soutbey, Moore, and a host of others almost as illustrious, will 
not fail to excite the remembrance ol ilic publisher, who first gave their 
productions to the world, who lived with iliem on terms of intimacy and 
friendship, and who rewarded their genius more substantially than book- 
seller ever rewarded genius before.

1842. 

Sept. 24. — At King William Co., Va., in the 74th year of her age, Ms. 
Elixabdth Jhfi^y widow of the late Philip Aylett, of Hfontville, and 
daughter of the celebrated orator, Patrick Henry. 

Oct. 12. In Cincinnati, Ohio, Ra. BariltU BtimitU^ aged 99 years. 
The deceased was bom in the county of Albemarle, in the State of l^r- 
ginia, in the year 1743. He became a Baptist preacher in his 25th year, 
and was one of the early pioneers in the State of Kentucky. 

Oct. 9. — In Mansfield, Ms., Btiigaimm BiX^utg$^ M, D.. aged 82, He was 
a surgeon in the revolntionary army, and had practised medicine in Mans* 
field fer more than fifty years. 

Sept. 12. In New Brunswick, N. J., Reu, Robert Rteh, aged 34, pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church, distinguished for his talents and acqoiie- 
ments, and for his powers as a preacher. 

Dec.—* At Ithica, Tompkins Co., N. T., JWmcit ji. Bhodgood, Esq., aged 
67. He studied law with John Y. Henry, Esq., of Albany, and emi- 
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grated at mil tariy |»enod to Oneida Co. Ha was scan a]nP<*inted a Clerk 
ia Chaacei; and Clerk of the Coanty, a lucrative office, which he held 
£>r twenty years. •During the war, he was appointed collector of the rev- 
enue for the United States, and for eight years he was a senator for the 
Western Distxiet. Daring his legislative career he was an active friend 
of the Erie eaaal, and, at a later period, he acted a prominent part in car- 
rying out the project of the Erie railroad. He was lemarkable for his 
stxong mind, extensive knowledge, and consistency and integrity of con- 
duct 

Oct 85. •—In &lifox, N. S., Bm, Sm^pson SaUer Shwers, aged 100 
years. He had been for some years the oldest living alumnus of Harvaid 
College, having graduated at that institution in 1763. He was bom in 

Boston, and studied law under Giov. Hutchinson. In 1770, he was junior 
counsel with Adams and Quincy, when eight British soldiers were tried 
for what was called the Boston Massacre. Adhering lo the party of Eng- 
land, when the revolutioiiaiy war broke uul, he was im} ri so ned for some, 
time, and then sent in a cartel to Halifax. He steadily puisued his pro- 
fession in Nova Scotia, and with good success; for he was raised to the 
Supreme Bench in 17U5, became presiding judge in 1801. and remained in 
this office till he resif|;ned in 1S33. lie never r('\ i-it(.J his native place 
after his name was included in the Proacribmg Act ol the Massachusetts 
Assembly, in 1778. 

Dec. 31. — In Ilackensack, N. J., Hon. George Chssedt/y aged OS, lor sev- 
eral years a Representative in Congress from New Jersey. 

Sept — In Cranberry, N. J., Col. David Chambers, aged 01, a soldier of 
the Revolution, hiii;hly respected through life by a large circle of friends. 

Oct. 2. — At Bennington, Vt., Reu. William Ellery Channingy D. D.,aged 
62. Bi. Channing was bom at X^ewport, B. I., April 7th, 17S0. His 
father was William Channing, Esq., an eminent lawyer, who died in the 
midst of professional success, when his son William was in his fourteenth . 
year. His mother was a daughter of William £llery, one of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence. The impression which Dr. Ciian- 
ning made in his youth upon the other members of his family is still 
very distinct ; he is said to have been, even then, singularly pure, de- 
vout, earnest, and aspiring, leading his friends to anticipate the fuU beauty 
of his matured character." After completing the nsual prepatatory 
studies, he entered Harvard College, at Cambridge, where he graduated 
in 1793, having attained the highest honors of the institution, and distin- 
guished himself by industrious habits, a blameless deportment, and indi- 
cations of great natural endowments. When his college studies were 
finished, he accepted an invitation to reside a year with 3Mr. David M, 
Randolph, of Richmond, Va., as the instructor of his children. While in 
Virginia, his mind was directed to the Christian ministry, as the sphere 
of his future studies and labors, and he became a diligent student of the 
Scriptures, After his return from the South, he pursued his professional 
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stadies, partly with his mde, tlie Hemy Channing, of New Lon- 
don, Ct, and partly at the college, in Cambridge. He soon became die- 
tingnished as a pieacher, and at nearly the same time received an in- 
vitation from two religions societies in Boston, to settle with them ae 
their pastor. He accepted the call from the chnrch in Federal street, 
which was then the smaller and weaker of the two ; and his ordination 
took pUce on the first of Jvne, 1803. 

The society rapidly increased under his charge ; his reputation and 
influence in the community became marked and extensive; and his as- 
sistance was soon eagerly sought in a broader sphere of exertion and use- 
fulness. In 1812, he was appointed Dexter lecturer on Biblical Criticism, 
in Harvard College ; but the slate of his health did not allow him to 
enter on the duties of the office, and he resigned it in the following year. 
He was then chosen a member of the Corporation of the colle£re. and 
held a seat at this board till 1826. The honorary degree of D. 1). was 
Conferred on him in 1820. A feeble constitution and liability to disease, 
the foundation of which was probably laid during his residence in Vir- 
ginia, proved great impediments to his labors throughout his career. 
This cause, in 1S22, induced him to undertake a voyage to Europe; and 
he remained abroad little more than a year. For the same reason, in the 
autumn of 1830, he again left the United States, and spent the winter in 
St. Croix. His infirmities of body caused him to ask for an assistant in 
the ministr}', and a collea^^ue was seitlod in 1824. He continued to 
officiate in the pulpit, though not frequently, till 1840, when he resigned 
his salary, and requested to be released from all professional services, 
though he wished to retain the pastoral connection with the society. The 
summer he always spent in the country, and, in 1842, he chose his resi- 
dence among the mountains in the western part of JSIassachusetts. On 
his way home, through Vermont, he was exposed to a temperatuie of 
unusual severity for the season, which brought on an attack of disease 
at Bennington, where he died. His death was worthy of his life, for it 
was met with calmness, resignation, and christian hope. 

The foregoing account is abridged chiefly from a funeral address, delir- 
ered by his former colleague, the Rer. Ezza S. Gannett Of Dr* Chan- 
ning*8 eminence, both as a preacher and a writer, it is hardly necessary 
to speak. His reputation in the latter capacity was probably higher in 
England than in this country. His pubUshed worira include a large 
number of religious discourses, the articles on Milton, Bonaparte, and 
Fenelon, which appeared in the ChmUan Examhur^in the years 1826-29, 
and a variety of tiacts on Slavery, and the condition of the Laboring 
Classes. An edition of them, complete at the time, in five volumes 
duodecimo, was published, a few years since, at (Hasgow and at Boston, 
A sixth volume is now added, containing some other tracts, which have 
since appeared in print. Dr. Channing hoped to execute some larger 
work, in whieh should be unfolded more systematically his views of the 
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nature and dignity of man, and of the principles on which society should 
be formed and governed. But the plan was cut short, at an early stage, 
by his sickness and death. For a just and complete estimate of his lit- 
em y nit iits, we may refer to an article published some years since in the 
Aorlh Aiiiencan Review. 

Aug. 2. — In Bethlehem, Hunterdon Co., N. J., John Clifford, a2:ed 01, a 
Lieutenant in lUe rcvulutionary army. lie served Liiiuu^ii the war, in 
some of the principal battles in the Middle Stales. 

Sept. 25. — In Clarke Co., Ala., m liis l5lh year, ]\L\John Cox. lie was 
one of those pairurchal men, ^vlu)se honest and straight-forward charac- 
ters are not always fully appreciated, except by liieir own families and 
friends. Mr. Cox w a.s born on the 19th October, 17G4, in Kssex County, 
Virginia. He served iu the war of the Revolution, and was present at 
the surrender of Cornwallis. He removed to Alabama in l&ll,aad shared 
with a numerous family all the privations and dangers of the Indian war 
of that time. He trained up a large family of children to habits of hon- 
est industry, n^^i^lecting, perhaps too much, their intellectual advance- 
ment, and fornung them only for a humble and hiliorious career in life, 
lie lived to see, as his (icscendants, 12 children, 72 grand-children, 33 
great grand-children, and 3 of the fourlhfgeneration, • 

Dec. 20. — In New York, N. Y., the lit. Jlcv. John Dubois, R. C. Bishop 
of New York, ai^ed 78. He was born in Paris, and emigrated to the Uni- 
ted States in 1791. bringing letters of recommendation to some of our 
most ilistin^Tui^hod citizens from Gen. Lafayette, In ISOS, he was active 
in founding St xMar} s Collofre- and in 1826, he was appointed Bishop of 
New York. He was a learned, exemplary, and much respected prelate. 

Nov. 12. — Near Fairfield, Pickens Co., Ala., Harvey W. Ellis, K<q., of 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., in the 41st year of his age. Hr ^^-as a native of Fay- 
ette County, Kentucky, whence he removed, m 1822, to Alabama, and 
commenced the practice of law, in which profession he became distin- 
ffoished for the soundness and extent of his learning, and for his eloquence 
as an advocate. He was several times elected a member of the General 
Assembly, and evinced great judgment and sagacity in the discharge of 
his legislative duties. The high and estimable qualities of mind and 
heart, which insured his success in professional and public life, also en- 
deared him to a large circle of friends, who appreciated his worth, and 
>who mourn his death. 

Oct. 25. — In F xeter, N. H., John A, Emery ^ a^ 23, a member of the 
Senior class of Harvard College. 

Aug. 21. — In Pemberton, Burlington Co., N. J., Rev. Daniel Fidler^tig^ 
71, for 53 years a devoted minister of Christ, in. the Methodist Episcopal 
Chorch. 

Oct. 19. — At Lyndon, Vt, Gen. Jtaac FUtchtr* He was formerly a 
' ijnemher of the Vermont Legislature, and a member of Googress from 
that State.

Dec. — 111 Habersham Co., Ga., Jxichanl W. llahcnham, aged G^, a 
representative in Congress from Gearjsria. He was born in Savannah in 
IT^R, and was educated at Nassau iiall, N. J., where he graduated in 18U5. 
Returaing to his native State, after the usual prepaiaiory studies, he was 
called to the Bar, and soon became distin^iishcd in the practice of his 
profession. He occupied stations of honor and irust. both under the 
Federal and State t;ovemments, the duties of which he discharged with 
great iibiiity, and to the entire saUsfac-tion of those \n ith w liorn he was 
connected. He was elected to Conj^resh in 1^.'{H, and again in i»40, and 
commanded great respect in the House, from his iwiitical integrity and 
his gentlemanly character.

For nearly 
thirty years, he was clerk of the House of Con nions in Norlii Caroli?ia. 
His gentlemanly manneis, patieat temper, and kind heart obtained for 
hiin many friends. 

Dec. — At Lexington, Ky., Hon. Thomas 31. Hickey, late Judge of 
the Circuit Court of Kentuci^y, a diaUnguished lawyer and respected 
citizen. 

Nov. — At Phipsburg, Me., in the 71st year of his age, lion. Mark 
L'lngdtm IliU, formerly member of Congress iVom Lincoln District. From 
the year 1792 to the close of his useful life, he had been almost constant- 
ly in the exercise of some public employment, either by popular election 
or executive appointment, and his faithfulness and integrity in every 
trust committed to him will long be remembered. He was not only 
distinguished in ofRcial capacity, but also fulfilled the smaller but not 
less important duties of private life, as became a man and a christian. In 
manners he was dignified, hut mild, affable, and unassbining. Though 
denied the advantages of a liberal education, he succeeded, by assidaoas 
self-culture, in making himself useful to his country, and gaining honor 
to himself in the various post.s of high responsibility to which he was 
successively elevated. He had been, at various periods, a member of the 
b'enate and House of Representatives of Massachusetts, a Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas, Member of Congress, Postmaster at Phipsburg, 
Collector of the Fort at Bath, and sustained several other town and coun- 
ty ofRces. He was one of the Overseers of Bowdoin College from the 
fiisty until 1821, when he became a Trustee, in which office he continued 
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till hU deceue, and during the whole period of 49 yean regularly attend* 
ed every meeting except one. 

Oct. 3. — In Albany, N. Y., Hon, Eli Hutchinson^ of Catskill, aged 63. 
He was widely esteemed for his probity and worth, and for the kind 
manner in which he managed his large possessions. 

Nov. 1. — At New Orleans, La., burned to death by a conflagration in 
the hotel of which he kept the bar, Xoau D. Jost^ commonly called Old 
Portuguese Joe," aged about 70. He was Captain of the maintop on 
board Com. McDonough^s ship Saratoga, during the naval fight on lake 
Champlain. During the engagement, when the American flag was shot 
away, he mounted the rigging and nailed the flag to the mast, for which 
he received the public thanks of the Commodore, when the action was 
concluded. 

Sept. 3.— In Sheldon, Vt, Beo, Bmd Keith, D. D., late Principal of the 
Episcopal Theological Seminary near Alexandria, D. C. He was em- 
inent as a scholar, and beloved and revered as a teacher and a clergyman. 

Oct. 7. — At Eastport, Me., Major ReynoH M, Sxrby, of the U. S. Army, 
aged 52, much respected in the exercise of his profession, and in private 
life. 

Pec. 18.— In New York, N. T., Baron Xouu Zederer, Austrian Consul 
General, for many years a resident of the city, a gentleman possessed of 
a highly cultivated mind and amiable manners. His loss will be regret- 
ted by his numerous Mends. 

Oct 23. — At New Orleans, Mfred J, Lema^ Recorder of the Third 
Municipality, aged 32. 

Nov. 29. — In Hawley, Ms., Edmund LongUy^ Esq.^ aged 96. He erect- 
ed the first framed house in H. (then called No 7,) and removed his fam- 
ily into it in 1781. He was sent for many years to the General Court ; 
was the first Plantation and Town Clerk; held the oflicesof Town Clerk, 
Selectman, and Treasurer ; was a Justice of the Peace for nearly 50 years, 
and was both a soldier and an oiBcer in the revolutionary war. 

Sept.— At St. Louis, Mo., Hon, John B, C, Lucas, aged about SO. He 
was born in Normandy, France, of a distinguished family, and was ed- 
ucated at the University of Caen, where he graduated, as Doctor of the 
Civil and Canon Law, in 1782. In 1784, he emigrated to the United 
States, and settled near Pittsburg, Penn., where he soon acquired the 
confidence of the people, and was elected to the Legislature, and served 
also as Judge in the Court of Common Pleas. In 1802, he was chosen a 
member of Congress, and again in 1804. In 1805, he was appointed by 
Mr. Jeflerson to the olfice of Judge of the highest court of Upper Louis- 
iana, and he resigned his seat in Congress, and removed to St. Louis, 
where he resided till his death. He held this office till 1830j when he 
retired to private life. ^* Judge Lucas was distinguished through the 
whole period of his protracted life for ability, energy, and decision of 
character, and an ardent devotion to the cause of civil liberty.*'

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Sept. 11. — In Baltimore, Md., Christian Mayer ^ aged 79, President of 
Iho NLi)tune Insurance Company, and Consul General of his native 
country ol ^Vllrlember},^ Mr. Mayer removed to this country at the close 
ol" iho revolutionary war, and tor nearly 51* years resided at Baltimore, 
vhere he was hii,'hly respected. 

Nov. 7.— At Raleigh, N. C, Rev. William McPheetcrs, D. D., aged 64, a 
distinfi:uishtHl divine, a ripe scholar, and for many years a faithful and 
successful teacher of y^^^th. 

Dec. 1. — In Philad«lphia, Penn., Henry Morris, Esq., Sheriff of the city 
and county of Philadelphia, ajLjcd G5. He was a son of the distinguished 
financier. Robert IMorris, was chosen Sheriff in October, 1841, aud had 
discharged the duties ol the oiBce with great fidelity, and to the satisfac- 
lion of the people. 

Nov. — In New York, N. Y., Dr. banc Nordhdmer, Professor of the 
Hebrew and cognate languag:e8, aud Teacher of the German language ia 
the Union Theological Seminary. 

Dec. 1.'). — In Royalton, Vt., Benjftmin Parkhurst^ aged 07. He was 
the first settler of that town, and an inhabitant of it 78 years. He 
was of a family noled for longevity, his parents dying at the age of 97, 
his grandilither at 100, and his gmndmothcr at 101. 

Sept. 21. — Near Coffeeville, Clarke Co., Ala., in the 4-')th year of hi? 
age, Mr. William M. Pendklon^^ native of Spoitsylvania county, Va. The 
deceased was the founder of Pendleton Academy, of Coffeeville, and will 
long be remembered as a teacher of hii^h classical attainments, which he 
succeeded in conveying to his pupils in a manner peculiarly bis own. 
As a husband he was affeclioniitp, as a father tender, as a steplathcr kind 
and Indulgent to a fault. His foil>les (and who lias none ?) affected only 
himself, whilst his social and professional virtues commanded respect 
and attachment through the whole circle in which tliey were exerted. 

Nov. 2. — In Ipswu h, Ms., AbruJiam Pcr/dnSj aged 1>0, the oldest citizen 
of that place. He retained his faculties up to the time of his last sick- 
ness in a remarkable degree, and through his long hie enjoyed the esteem 
and confidence of his friends for his many virtues and excellent qualities. 
During the revolulionary contest, he was in many perilous eiii:ii;rnients, 
both in the army and navy, and was distinguished lor courage, enterprise, 
and energy; and, in addition to a pension from his government, he re- 
ceived repeated testimonials of kindness and respect from gentlemen of 
distinction in different parts of the country, as well as in his own State. 

Sept. 28. — At Portland, Me., Capt. Enoch Prcbh^ n^cd 79. His father 
was Brigadier General Jedediah Preble, and he was the next younger and 
only surviving brother of Commodore Edward Preble. Capt. Preble's 
first voyage to sea was in 1770, his last in 1S21 — a period of forty-five 
years. He was one of the earliest members of the Portland Marine So- 
ciety, having joined it in Dec. 1706. In ISIO, he was elected President, 
which office he filled until hit death, a peiiod of 32 yeaxt. In 1825, he 
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was clioseti President of the Nautical Society.' He was a life member of 
the Portland Benevolent Society, and an honorary member of the Ancient 
Landmark Lodge. He was also one of the original members and the first 
Vice President of the Cumberland Agricultural Society, and mainly in- 
strumental in its cslablishnient. In 1812. he was chosen Representative 
of Portland to the Massachusetts State Leii;islature, and filled the same 
station on the succeeding year. In he was appointed Inspector of 

the Customs, which office he retained until 1829. In 1S33, he was 
chosen City Marishal, and for six years, with but one intermission, re- 
, ceived the reappointmwit. 

Capt. Prehle possessed a very observing mind, much information on a 
variety of subjects, and was highly esteemed by his fellow citizens. 

Sept. or,. — In New York, N. Y., Hon. Richard i^iArr, late Bnvoidvv of 
the city, aged oO. He held this important office for nearly thirty years, 
and was esteemed one of the ablest jurisconsults, in criminal law, that 
presided in the Courts. He was a gentleman of the old school, always 
patient, forbearing, and attentive, when on the bench, and though an ac. 
tive politician, he made no enemies in private life. 

July 21. — In Trenton, N.J,, Gen. Zachariah (7/, aged 55. During 
the last war he was in the army on the northern lines, and rose to the 
rnnk of Major. In 1817, he 'a-;\s appointed Clerk of the Supreme Court 
of New Jersey, which office he held by four snccessive reappointments 
until his death. He was nho, for many years, Adjutant>6eneral of the 
militia of the State. His affability, kindness of feeling, and unbounded 
generosity made him greatly respected and beloved. 

Oct. 14. — At Kennebunk, Me., in bis 88th year, JDanid SewaU^ Esq,, for 
many years Clerk of the Courts and Begister of Probate in the county of 
York. He was bom at York, March 28th, 1755^ and passed his minority 
there on a farm and at the joiner's trade, having but few opportunities 'of 
attending school, and little instruction except from a pious mother. But 
he devoted all his leisure hours to mental culture, and obtained a good 
knowledge of the most important English branches. He had a taste Ibr 
mathematical pursuits, and added to his acquirements in physical science 
a practical knowledge of surveying, in which business he was olten en- 
gaged. He was appointed Register of Probate in 1783, and held the office 
till 1830. In 1822, he was appointed Postmaster at York, and remained 
so for about fifteen years. He was m^e Clerk of the Courts of Common 
Pleas in 1791, having been Assistant Clerk for eleven years preceding^ 
and afterwards Recording Clerk of the S. J. Court, In these offices he 
continued, with a short exception in 1811, till 1820. He is yet i<emem- 
bered for the able performance of the duties attached to these offices. 
The confidence constantly reposed in his ability, of which he received so 
many marks, was justified by the diligent and faithful performance of 
every trust. He was a man of remarkable industry and punctuality, of 
singular liiieiity, probity, and perseverance, possessed of great morai cour- 
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age and firmness, not unmixed, perhaps, with somo of tho^o peculiar 
traits that strike the present generation as helongiri^ to the character and 
manners of the old Puritan. To that constancy of self-reliance, energy, 
and determination, which constituted such marked points in his charac- 
ter, he joined a firm and unwavering trust in the overruling administra- 
tions of an all wise and good Providence, which enabled him to over- 
come difUculties and obstacles, and carried him successfully through the 
course of a long, respectable, and useful life. 

Oct. 28. — On bis voyage home, from England, Gtorge W. SUliman^ Esq^ 
of Coshocton, Ohio, counsellor at law, aged 34; At an early age he be- 
came eminent in the practice of his profession, and was much esteemed 
in private life. 

Sept 21. — At Dover, N. H., in his 83d year, Hm. Jeremiah Smithy re- 
cently of Exeter. He was bom in Peterborough, N. H., and graduated at 
Ratger*s College, N« J., in 1790. He was a representative in Congress 
from New Hampshire in 1791, and continued there till 1797, being one 
of the last survivors of the distinguished men who participated with 
Washington in the administration of the government. He was appointed 
a Judge of the IT. S. Circuit Court in 1801, hy John Adams, but did not 
serve, as the office was soon afterwards abolished by Congress. He was 
chosen Governor of New Hampshire in 1800, and was for several years 
Chief Justice of the Superior Court of the State. His extraordinary men- 
tal endowments not only remained unimpaired, but even shone forth 
brightest when he was near the close of his long life. Few persons have 
heen more widely known as a statesman and jurist, or have left behind 
\\. m a more enduring reputation. His acquaintance with books was 
extensive, and liis literary taste remarkably correct and pure. He was 
highly esteoaicd, not only a«? a lawyer and judge, but for his eminent so- 
cial qualifications, and for al! ihc attributes of a great and good man. 

rsov, '20. — In Baltimore, Md., Hon. Rohn-t Smith, aged 85. During the 
war of the Revolution he served among the volunteers from Baltimore, 
and was jtreseiit at the bat'lcof Brandywine. He was aftenvards elected 
for several years to the lei^islatiire of Maryland. "When Mr. Jetlbrson be- 
came President, Mr. Smith was appointed Secretary of the Navy, and 
eight year?; afterwards he was transferred by ^Tr. Madison to the Depart- 
ment of State, In tiiis oflice he remained but one year, ajid then retired 
to privait^ liie. He was a man of undoubted integrity and patriotism, and 
was much beloved in private lite. 

Sept. 28. — In Cambridge, 3Is., aged 70, Mrs. Franca Wentworth^ widow 
of the late Hon. Asahel Stearns. 

Oct. 9. — At jVliddletown, Ct. Hon, JoshvAi Stow, in the filst year of his 
age. Judge Stow was, for many years, postmaster at Middletown, and 
had been Chief Judge of Middlesex county Court, a State Senator, and 
had filled other public offices. 
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Dec. 5. — Neai Somerville, N. J., jSndrew Jkn EyA^ aged 81, a levola- 

tionaiy soldier. 

Oct. 20. — In Oakham, JVIfi., Rev. Dnmd Tomlinson, aged 83. He was 
born in Derby, Ct., was educated at Yale College under Piesident StUe8| 
and graduated in 1781. He wa9 oidained in Oakham, June 22, 1786, and 
lemained 4r) years nctinn: pastor, and 5G years as pastor of the church. 

Oct. 26. — At Trimble's Furnace, Ky., Hon. David 7Vt7n6Ze, aged about 
60. He was born in Virginia, educated at William and iVfaiy's College, 
Studied law, and, when he came of age, removed to Kentucky. He was 
engaged in the war of 1812, serving two campaigns under Gen. Harrison. 
In 1817, he was chosen a member of Congress, and served without inter- 
ruption tilll827, being highly esteemed for the integrity of his principles 
and his devotion to his public duties. After his xetirement from Con- 
gress, h^e became engaged in agriculture and the iron manufacture, and 
in the latter interest he did much to develope the resources of the State. 

Sept. 11.— At Washington, D. C, Jfrs. LdUia Tyht^ wife of John Tyler, 
Pvesident of the United States, a lady much esteemed and respected by a 
large circle of acquaintance. 

J>ec. 19.— At Mohegan, Ct., John Uncas, aged 89, a Mohegan Indian, 
the last male descendant of the celebrated chief of that name. He was 
interred in the royal buiying-ground of the Mohegans. 

Dec. 15. — At Colchester, Ct., John JR. WairouSf M, i)., an eminent 
physician and surgeon, aged 01. Br. Watrous was for a number of years 
a surgeon in the army during the Revolution, and the companion of the 
venerable Pr. Hall, of East Hartford. He often represented the town in 
which he lived, in the General Assembly, and was one of the four sur- 
viving representatives of the session of 1795; the Hon. John Cotton Smith, 
Timothy Pitkin, and Sylvester Gilbert, being now the only living mem- 
bers of that year*s house. 

Dec. 12. — At Port Kent, Essex co., N. T., EOeamh Watton^ aged 80. 
He was a native of Massachusetts. Soon after the war of the Revolu- 
tion, he made a journey on horseback through what was then a wilder- 
ness, the western part of New York. Afterwards he went abroad, and 
remained for some years travelling in Europ.e. During his absence he 
published, in London, a volume containing an account of his pioneer trip 
in this country. He also wrote and published much on the subject of 
internal improvements. Returning from Europe, he settled in Pittifield, 
]Vb.,and removed thence to Albany about the year 1815. Ten years 
afterwards, he removed again to the place upon the shore of lake Cham- 
plain, where he died. He was an amiable and highly respected man. 

Oct. — In Salem, Ms., Thimat Barnard West, aged 26, Principal of 
Beverley Academy, and a graduate of Harvard College in 1836. 

Dec. 2. — While on his way to Washington, James Wi WilHams^ aged 
about 55 years, a Representative in Congress from Maryland. He was 
stricken with paralysis while in his carriage, and survived the attack but

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a short time. He was a native of IMarylanfi, and was for many years a 
prominent member of the Legislature of tliat State, being for a time the 
speaker of tlie House of Delegates. In May, 1841, he was elected to 
Compress, and continued a member of that body till the time of his death. 
As a faithful public servant, a sasfncious statesman, and an upright mnn, 
he commanded the confidence ol his neighbors, and the esteeni and re- 
sp'^ct of all who knew^ bini. 

Dec. 0, — In New York, N. Y., Mr. Samuel Wood worth, ajred 57, well 
known as a poet. He was the author of a poem called "iS^ew Haven," 
and of the favorite song', "The old oaken bucket." 

Aug. 24. — In New York, N. Y., Tffnjnmin Wright, Esq., aged 72. He 
was born in W eathersfield, Ct., and having educated himself as a survey- 
or, he removed, while yet a young man, to Fort Stanwix, N. Y. He w^as 
elected to the legislature in 1804, and again in 1807. He was appointed a 
member of the Canal Board in 1816, and became a director and one of the 
ebief constructors of the Erie canal, having charge of the whole eastern 
section of that work. His success in the management of this business 
caused applications to be made to him from all parts of the United States, 
from Canada, and horn Cuba, for aid and advice in constructing public 
works. He was appointed either consulting or chief engineer for a great 
number of railroads and canals, and was probably more active and effi- 
cient in promoting internal improvements than any individual in the 
country. In all the various enterprises with which he was connected^ 
he sustained the same reputation for zeal, industry, and probity. 

1843. 

July 2. — In Andover, Ms., John Jbibot, Esq., aged 84, formerly of Bruns- 
wick, Me. He graduated at Harvard College in 1784. Mr. Abbot will 
be most favorably remembered for his long and useful services as an offi- 
cer of Bowdoin College. He was the first Professor of Languages in that 
Institution, which office he held until 1816. Afterwards, for a number 
of years, he was the Treasurer of the College until 1829, when he resign- 
ed that office, and bas since resided mostly in Massachusetts. His stand- 
ing and capacity as a scholar and a teacher were highly respectable. 

July '.). — In Cambridge, AIs., Washiyigton JlUston, the distinguished 
artist, in the (i lth year of his age. He was a native of South Carolina, 
and graduated at Harvard College in 1800. In the following year, he 
embarked for Europe, and remained abroad for eight years, studyin:; the 
works of the great masters, and cnjo}'! ng the friendship of the most dis- 
tini,n]ishod poets and painters of England and Italy. Among those with 
whom he lived on terms of familiar intimacy were Wordsworth, Soulhey, 
and Coleridge, each of whom enshrined in versp their alTectionate re- 
m^'aibrance of his genius and virtues. He had the instruction and friend- 
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gbip of West, Fuseli, and Reynolds. Amons: his principal works were 
** The Dead Man restored to life l»y Elijah," the " Anjjel lilieratin^ Peter 
from prison,** " Jacob's Dream," now in possession oi the JOarl of Ei,^Te- 
mont, " Elijah in the Desert," purchased by My. Lahouchere, of Ihe Brit- 
ish Parliament, "The Angel Uriel in the Sun,'' belonging to the ISIarquis 
of Slaflbrd, Saul and the Witch of Endor," " Spalatro's Vision of the 
Bloody Hand,'- " Gabriel scttinir the Guard of the Heavenly Host," " Anne 
Page and Slender," J3oatrice." and other exquisite productions, hehl hy 
gcatlemcn of Boston. During the last years of his life, Mr. Allston waa 
engaged upon a chef (C (rurrr caUed lielshazzar's Feast," wliich, it is to 
be hoped for the honor of the arts of our country, he was permitted to 
finish. 

" In paintinir, the genius of Allston was adapted to the creation of both 
the beautiful and the sublime, althousrh it may be inferred from the na- 
ture of his works, that the tendencies of his mind were to subjects of stern 
grandeur, and of strong, deep feeling. His conceptions, taken from the 
highest departments of art, were always bold and original. He possessed 
a poweifiil, as well as brilliant imagination, while the execution of his 
pictures was marked by a rare combination of strength, freedom, and 
grace. As a colorist, his qualities are best described by the name applied 
to him by the artists of Italy, and by which alone he was known to 
many — that of the American Titian." 

While in London, in 1*^1^, he published a small volume of poems, 
which at once gave him a high rank as a poet ; and the occasional piecea 
which he has since written have confirmed the reputation. A few years 
since, he also pn]>]ished a prose tale, called "Monaldi," a work of power 
and interest, shms ing at once liis versatility as an author, his sensibility 
to beauty, and his capacity of execution. He was a man of pure charac- 
ter and strong affections, and his daily life was, in some sort, an embod- 
iment of those visions of beauty which belonir to the artist and the poet. 

April 1. — At Red Hook. N. Y., Gm. John .-Jntistfoncr^ asjed ^1, He was 
a native of Pennsylvania, and served with much credit as an officer dur- 
inir the revolutionary war. At the close of the war, in order to obtain 
redross for the irrievances sustained by the olficers of the :irmy, ho pre- 
pared tlie celebrated " Newburirh Letters." and the vigor and eloquence 
with which they were written produced a deep sensation. Serious re- 
sults might have followed, if the admirable prudence, sagacity, and patri- 
otism of Washington had not intervened, and milder counsels prevailed. 
Soon after the revolutionary war, Gen. Armstrong returned to Pennsyl- 
vania, where he was made Adjutant- General of the State ; and to him 
was entrusted the direction of the last Pennsylvania war against the 
Connecticut settlers of Wyoming — a duty which he discharged wit^ 
considt ralde rigor. Returning to New York subsequently, he was sent 
to the Senate of the United States. On the return of Chancellor Liv- 
ingston from the French embassy, General Annstronf^wis coouniflsioikfld 
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Bliiiister in his pUee. Retnmiog to bis own country, he was called to 
the War Dqiartinent hj Mr. Madison, as the successor of Mr. Eustis. 

During the catnpaiga of 1813, he visited the northern frontier in person. 
His flight from Washington, with Mr. Madison and his cabinet, at the 
sack ini; of 1814, gave the coup de grace to his official career as Secretary 
of War. It was charged, that the capital was lost hy reason of his neg- 
lect to pruv idt ilie means of defence. He was dismissed from office, and 
the duties of tke War Department devolved upon Mr. Monroe, then Sec- 
retary of State. Froiii thut time, the General lived in retirement, general- 
ly upon his estate at Red Hook, but passing a few of his recent years in 
Aforyland. A few years since, he published a brief history of the last war 
with England, a work that was written with considerable ability, al- 
though tinged too deeply with personal controversy to be of much his- 
toiical value. 

April 26. — In Dighton, Ms., Hon. Hodijah Baylies ^ in the S7th year of 
his age. Judge Baylies was educated at Harvard Colle<^c, on leaving 
which, in 1777, he joined the American army, as aid to General Lincoln, 
and served through the war, durin:^; the latter part of which he was 
one of the aids of Washington, being recommended hy his friend, General 
lincoln, when the latter became Secretary at War. For many years he 
was Judge of Probate of the county of Bristol, being appointed in 1810, 
and resigning on the approach of his 80th year. He had been Collector 
of tbeXJ. 9. Customs, £rom ihc establishment of the Federal system of 
Bevenue until the year preceding that when he was made Judge. In 
•very public situation, he was worthy of the confidence of the govern- 
ment and people whom he served ; in private life, the christian character 
was always in alliance with that of the gentleman. 

Feb. 20.^ In "Wooster, Ohio, Gen. Biosin BedU^ aged 73. He was an 
officer in Wayne's army, with Harrison and Van Rensselaer. He was 
Ibrmerly in Congress, and had occupied various public stations in Ohio. 

June 4.-^ At Perth Amboy, K. 3^ JMnw Bdl^ aged 86, lor many years 
Surveyor General to the proprietors of East New Jersey, distinguished 
for urbanity of manners and integrity, and greatly regretted by a large 
circle of friends. 

May 29. 'In Burlington, N. J., Thomas Bootk^ aged 40, of the society 
of Friends, distinguished for zeal and devotedness in benevolent enter- 
prizes, especially in that of temperance, eminently useful in society, and 

greaily beloved by many friends. 
March 27. — In Morristown, N. X, John Brcwn^ aged 45, a lawyer of 

eminent abilities. 

June 15. — In Washington, D. C, JEfim. Sarher Bumdl, member of Con- 
gress iVom rvUi^ssachu setts, aged 45. A native, and all his life an inhab- 
itant, of that hardy island, ( Nantucket,) where yet linger in perhaps great- 
er vigor than .my where el^o ih*- virtues of the New England race, Mr. 
JBuinell was an aduurdbie specimen of that remarkable lineage. When 
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only 3*3 years of age, he was chosen a member of the House of Represen* 
tatives in his native Commonwealth. A feW years later, he passed into 
the Senatorial body, where, in spite of his youth, his excellent purposes 
and soundness of judgment soon made him a leading member* He sat 
also in the Convention which framed the present Constitution of Massa- 
chusetts, took an active and influential part in the Hanisburg Conven- 
tion and the great civil revolution of 1840, and was afterwards returned a 
member of Congress, to which he had been again elected. In the hist- 
lu.mcd body, his speeches were not frequent, but always won kuu iLe 
piais.e of sense, usefulness, and kuowled^e oi iusi subject, rather ttian 
the reputation of mere rhetoric. 

June 2. — In Washington, D. C, John Gn ?/, a colored man, in the 114th 
year of his age. He was bora in Weatmoreland Co., Va., in August, 1729, 
t'.vo years and a half before the birth of Gen. Washington, and in the 
same county. lie accompanied Washington as his personal servant in 
the old French war, and was with liini at the time of Braddock's defeat. 
In the Wc\r of llie Ilevolution, also, John foilowetl his old commander to 
the camp and tire field, and was with him till the termination of hostil- 
ities. After the war, he resided for several years in Westmoreland Co., 
and, for the last twenty-eight years of his life, at Washington, where he 
was a member of the First Baptist Church. 

April 21. — In Saugus, Ms., Dr. Mijah Cheever^zged S^i. He graduated 
at Harvard College in 1779, and, after acquiring a medical education un- 
der the late Dr. John Warren, served several years in the medical depart- 
ment in the Army and Navy during the Revolution. After the peace, he 
was established in Boston, and soon acquired extensive practice and 
high reputation for professional skill. He possessed a vigorous and cuU 
tivated mind, quick perception, and sound judgment 

Feb. 15. — At Tinmouth, Vt, Hon. Naihanid Cftipman, LL, i>., Frofes- 
flor of Law in Middlebury College, aged 90. He was bom in Salisbury, 
Ct., in 1752, and graduated at Yale College in 1777. He soon removed 
to Vermont, where, in Oct., 1786, he was elected a Judge of the Supreme 
Court, and, in Oct., 1789, he was chosen Chief Justice. He was one of 
the Commissioners in behalf of Yermont, appointed in 1789 to adjust 
differences with New York. In 1790, he was appointed a Commissioner 
to negotiate the admission of Vermont into the Union. In 1791, he was 
appointed by Washington, Judge of the United States District Court for 
the district of Vermont I>uring his incumbency he prepared and pub- 
lished two books — one, Reports of Judicial Decisions in our Courts, and 
Dissertations upon various branches of our law, entitled '* Reports and 
Dissertations,*' the other a duodecimo volume, entitled " Principles of 
Government.** The latter of these was revised and re-published, with 
additions, in an octavo form of 333 pages, in 1833. He was again chosen 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court in 1796, and at the same time was 
appointed one of a committee to revise the statute laws. The duties of 
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this committee were mostly dischnrs-ed by Judge C. alone, the result of 
which was the laws of 17'.>7, whicli is now oi'\vn ^^pokeii of by the ablest 
lawyers, as beinff the best coinpilatjon Vrimont over possessed. In 
1707, he was elected V. S. Senator, and served tlie Slate in that capacity 
during the six succeeding years. In October, 1S13, he was elected Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, and continued in that office during tJie 
dext two yean. In 1815, he was chosen Professor of Law in Middlebury 
College. He continued to hold this trust at the time of his death, though 
for several past years the professorship has been merely a nominal one. 
Judge Chipman's attainments in literature and science, his legal acquire- 
ments, and his distinguished reputation as a jurist and etatesman, are 
^ell known. His works^ his private and professional reputation, the 
nany and important offices he held, the duties of which he dischaiged 
with faithfulness and integrity, all bear ample testimony to his ability 
and his worth. 

June 12.— At St Louis, Mo., Hmry R Ckvdandt Esq,, of Boston, Ms., 
Aged 34. He graduated at Harvard College in 1827. ** He was an ele- 
gant and graceful writer, and our periodical literature is indebted to him 
ioT various contributions of much excellence, both of style and thought 
He published, in Sparks*s American Biography, a well-written life of 
Henry Hudson. He was the editor of an approved and popular edition 
of Saltust, and the author of a little volume on classical studies, full of 
•zcellent suggestions on this important topic, and written in a flowing, 
sasy, and scholar-like style. He was a good Latin scholar — a very good 
one, according to our standard — and was as well acquainted with Greek 
as most of our scholars. He was familiar with the laniruages of modern 
Europe, and was making daily progress in their literatures. Of late 
years, much of his time and thoughts had been given to preparation for a 
work of literary history, to which, had his life been spared, many of the 
best years of his manhood would probably have been devoted. In the 
comrru>ii affairs of life his judgment was sound and discriminating, and 
his estimate of rnen was rarely wrong, though ever kindly and tolerant, 
l^ut to his friends he was chiefly endeared by his moral qualities, the 
warmth of h»s affections, and the beauty and punty of his character." 

March 10. — At Camden, N. J., Richard M. C'oM/i<r, aged 76. a h!i,dily 
respected man. and, from 1829 to IS:'*.!, a representative of the State of 
New Jersey in the Congress of the United States. 

June 20. — At New Haven, Ct., Henry Daprrctf, Esq., in the Srttli year of 
his age. Mr. Daggett was one of the oldest and most venerable citizens 
of New Haven. He was a son of Napthaiin Daggett, President of Yale 
College during the revolutionary war, and was an officer in the revolu- 
tionary army, and a pensioner. He was the oldest surviving graduate of 
Yale College. 

April 6. — Near New Madrid, Mo., Dr. Robert W. Dautton, in the 52d 
fear of hiaage. He was bom in Montgomeiy county, Maryland, and 
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emigrated to Missouri in the year 1812, when he engaged in the practice 
of bis profesflioD. In 1815, he was elected to the Territorial Legislature. 
In 1820, he was chosen a representative to the Convention assembled for 
the formation of the State Constitation. In 1822, he was elected to the 
State Senate, to which office he was successively elected until 1836. 

July 22.^ At Boundbrook, N. J., Jacob JkGroot^ aged 94, for many 
years a Judge of the Court of Common Pleas for the county of Somerset; 
and on the 10th of July, Maehd JkGrwtt, his wife. They had been mar- 
ried 69 years. Mr. BeGroot was bom, and during his long life resided, 
on the farm where he died, and which his &ther owned before him. 

Jan. 17.^ In Weston, Ms., Samud G, Derby ^ Etq,^ formerly a merchant 
at Salem, and a graduate in Harvard College in 1785, aged 70 years. 

Feb. 3. — In Poland, Me., Hon, Jotiak Dit«m, late Sheriff, for many 
years Representative from P. in the Massachusetts Legislature, and for 
several years Senator and Counsellor from Oxford county, aged about 65. 

June 25. — In Chester, Pa., JXm. John Edwards^ who had fiiithfully 
served his constituents in the two last Congresses of the United States. 
** He was a good citizen, husband, and father, a man of strong mind and 
fine feelings, and one who stood deservedly high with the people of his 
county." 

June 27. — At Poi t!;ind, INIe., Brig. Gen. Mraham Eustis, of the U. S. 
Army, ai?od r^T. Gon. Eustis was bred to the Jaw, and was admitted to 
the bar, having pursued liis legal studies in the office of the late Chief 
Justice Parker, of vvliom be was a relative. But he entered the army at 
an early periorl. In a career of .'M years, he uniformly exhibited vigor in 
command, romliincd with high intcllifronce and impartiality, and in all 
relations, public and private, the most spotless integrity. 

Feb. 1, — At Greencastle, Pa., Daind Fuikrton, aged 72. He had been 
for several years a member of the Slate Legislature, and at one time a 
representative in Congress. His public duties were always ably and 
conscientiously disrharged. 

^fay 17. — In Washington, D. C, Peter W. GnUaudvt, A's^/., aged 88. 
Early in life he was a soldier in the army, and shared in the battle of 
Trenton, and other distinguished actions of the Revolution. He was hon- 
ored with the special confidence of Washington. His untiring exertion 
in striving to establish the Washington Manual Labor School is a proof 
of his noble benevolence ; and the Howard Institution can bear witness 
how faithfully he devoted himself to the cause of charity. Ilis whole 
life was a beautiful and instructive commentary upon christian duties. 

]llay. — In Elmwood, Essex Co., Ya.» Hon. James Mercer Camdt, aged 
62. Mr. Gamett served various times in the Legislature of his State, 
and was a member of the House of Representatives of the Congress of 
the United States for two sessions, from 1805 to 1809. Re was, also, a 
member of the Convention which assembled at Bichmond in 1839, to xe« 
vise the Constitution of Yiiginia. But Mr. Garoett's giemit UmU 
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wm won in the cause of education and agricohttie, to wliich he was 
ardently devoted to the close of his life. For more than twenty }-cars, he 
presided over the Agricultural Society of Fredericksburg, always assidu- 
Otts in di8cliar<,'e of his duty, and never ilaggin^, even when his fellow* 
laborers were in despair. His addresses were characterized hy a zealous 
devotion to the interests, morals, education, and the improvement in ag. 
riculture, not of the people of Virginia only, but of the whole Union. He 
was happy in his powers of conversation, clieerful amidst adversity ami 
alllictioii, and died a sincere Ciuistian.

Pastor of King's Chapel in Boston, Ms. Dr. Greenwood was about Jitiy 
years of aiic, liavini; i^rad uatfvl ;it llai \ ard Collr^(> in 1814. He was first 
Fftthnl in the naaiatry at iJakiniore, ^vh!., wlicuce he removed to Bostori 
about twenty years ano. He was a sufferer from ill hcnltb for a long 
period, and was ihus prevenlod from accomplisbing as ninch as he would 
otherwise have doijc in the walks of thr-oloiry, irencral literature, and sri, 
ence. But he attained a high reputation as one of the most elegant and 
graceful of American writers, an accompli>heil naturalist, though his 
scientific studies were pursued only as a rel.'.xatinn from professional 
duties, and an able and eloiiucnt divine. His published serniMus will 
long be admired as models of elegant composition, soundness and catho- 
licity of judgment, and warm and unaffected piety. His talents, his piety, 
his patient devotion to the duties of his station, and his simplicity and 
purity of character attracted to him a numerous and affectionate floe ic, 
and a large circle of friends who deeply mourn his departure. 

Feb. 15. — III Boston, Ms., very suddenly, the Rt. Rev. Alexander V, 
Cfriswoldf B. D., of the Episcopal church, Bishop of the Eastern Diocese, 
aged 76. His sudden death is deeply lamented by a numerous body of 
Christians, to whom he had long been an object of respect and ven- 
mtion. 

June 1. — In Oxford, Warren Co., N. J,, J>r. Jabtz Gvnmp^ sged 72, for 
SXi years an eminent and successful practitioner of medicine, of strong 
and vigorous intellect, and a useful and enterprising citizen. 

June 7.— > At Yickshurg, Miss., Dr. Jamn Hagan, J>t, H. was a native 
of Ireland, and was about 38 years old. He resided for some time iu 
Essex County, Virginia, where he taught school and practised in his pro* * 
Cession. He subsequently removed to Washington City, and became one 
of the Reporters for the Telegraph. He then removed to Philadelphia ; 
and when it was contemplated to erect the Washington Monument, Dr. 
H. was appointed agent to visit the West and South, to obtain subscrip- 
tions. Afler discharging this duty with fidelity, he became a citizen of 
Vicksburg, and established a paper in company with Dr. Green. For 
some time, he had conducted the paper, the Yickshurg Sentinel, in liis 
own name. He was a ready writer, and a powerful partisan; but his 
usefulness was much impaired by the violence of Ixis language. Like 
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many others, he mistook the duties of an editor of a public newspaper; 
and, by erecting the Smiiiml into a tribunal, in which to arraign and try pri- 
vate character, he invaded the legitimate jurisdiction of the courts of jus* 
ticc. As it was predicted by his iriends, this course brought down upoa 
iiim a host of eneakies, and, ultimately, althou^li lie ha<^ r-'-aped un- 
scathed in several pereoniil rencounters, a violent death, lie iell in a 
fight, in the streets, at Vicksburg, with 1). W. Adams, a mciiiber of the 
same political party with Br. H., who had been attacked in the Sentinel. 

July 27. — In Peru, Illinois, Fredtrie ifaU, M. D., XL. Z>., of Washington, 
aged 64. Professor H. has been known for many years, as one of our most 
eminent and successful chemists, mineralogists, and geologists. He was 
born in Vermont, graduated in 1S03 at Dartmouth College, was subse- 
quently Professor of Natural Philosophy in Middlebury College, after- 
wards President of Mount Hope College, near Baltimore, and at the time 
of his death was Professor of Chemistry in the A!edical Department of 
the Columbia College in Washington. 

July 7.-^ In Portland, Me., John J3b2mes, aged about 70. He was of 
Massachusetts origin, having been bom on Cape Cod ; but while quite a 
young man, he removed to Maine. While yet in early life, he was a 
member of the Massachusetts Legislature for several years, and then rap- 
idly rose to distinction, by his eloquence, his playful and occasionally 
rough wit, and his powei5 of debate. When Maine became a State, he 
was a iTjember of the Convention to form the Constitution, and acted as 
Chairman of tlio Committee to draft it. JNIr. Holmes was the Repre- 
sentative to Congress from York District, for several terras; was the first 
U. S. Senator sent from ?^Iaine, after the separation; was a member of 
that body about twelve years, and was afterwards a member of the Legis- 
lature of Maine, one or two sessions. He was appointed United States 
District Attorney for Maine, by General Harrison, wliicli office he held 
at the time of his death. He had been a member of the bar over forty 
years, and ever cujoyed au elevated and envia.ble reputation in his pro- 
fession. 

Aug. 11. — In Newton, Ms., Rev. Jonathan Homer, D. D., aged 81, a 
graduate of Harvard College m 1777, a pious and learned divine, and a 
highly respected man, 

feb, Ja. — At riuiudelphia, Ta., Orminiodorc Laai: Hull, of the U. S. 
Navy, aged dS. He received an appointment as Lieutenant in the Navy, 
in ll^i and h.id tlius been in tlie service of his country for forty-five 
years. He lirst distinguished himself in 1800, during the short war with 
France, by cuttini,^ out the French letter of raarq^ue Sandwich^ then lying 
in the harbor of Port au Phitte, in St. Domingo. He afterwards com- 
manded the schooner Enterprise, of 12 guns, attached to the squadron 
under Com. 3Iorris, then off the harbor of Tripoli. Itt this vessel, he 
aided CapL Kodgers, in tlie John Adams, in capturing a large corsair, 
mounting 22 guns. During the Tnpolitan war, he was promoted to the 
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rank of Maeter- Commandant, and, in 1806, he was made a Captain. His 
tttccets dnring tho late war with Enj^land, while he commanded the 
IHgate Constitution, first, in escaping, after a long chase, from a British 
sqoadron, and next in capturing the English frigate Giierri6re,is Ihniiliar 
to all who are acquainted with American naval historf. He died full of 
years and of honors, leaving the nohle reputation of having performed 
important services for his country. 

March 12. — In Gwinnett Co., Ga., Mr. lAuUim HmU, aged 107 yearn. 
He was a soldier of the revolutionary war, was present at the battle of 
Goilfoid, performed about 12 months* duty at Savannah, and was eeverelj 
wounded at the battle of Eataw Springs. 

April 14. — In Worcester, Ms., EUazer Jamtt^ Esq^^ aged 89, a graduate 
of Harvard University, of the class of 1778. 

Feb. 20. — In New York, N. Y., Pdtr ^Sugustw Jagy Etq,^ eon of the late 
John Jay, a distinguished and virtuous citizen. He had been a member 
of the Legislature, Recorder of the city, a member of the convention for 
amending the constitution, and ibr two years was President of the N. Y. 
Historical Society. His death was deeply and universally lamented. 

Jan. 11. — In Baltimore, ^Id., JF)raneU & £7, Etq., late District Attor- 
ney of the United States, a distinguished and eloquent lawyer, and a 
much respected man. He was the author of the national song, called 
* The Star-spangled Banner." 

May 13. — In Boston, Ms., Jotiah Knapp, Esq.^ in the 91st year of bin 
age. Mr. Knapp was born in 1753, and was, of course, in the maturity of 
manhood, at the commencement of the Revolution ; in its leading eventa 
he took a deep interest, and he contributed freely, not only his means, but 
his personal services, for the attainment of its great objects. Naturally 
of a retiring disposition, his ambition was to be useful rather than con- 
spicuous ; but in devotion to the interests of his country, and cheerful 
endurance of sacrifices in its behalf, none surpassed him. 

May 30. — In Alexandria, D. C, Edmund I. Lee, Exq., aged 71. He was 
several times chosen Mayor ol ihe city, and held for many years the 
office of Clerk of U. S. District Court. In all the relations of life, he was 
hia:hly respected. 

June '30. — At lioston, Ms., Hon. llcgh S. Lcgnre, Attorney-Goneral of 
the Unite 1 Slates, and acting Secretary of State, acfed about 50. He was 
for some time Attorney- General of South Carolina, and afterwards 
Cliir^o d' Atf iires of the Unitod States at Brussels. He was more ptir- 
ticularly knov%'n at the South, and especi illy in South Carolina, his native 
State, where most of his days were spent. But his eminent acquirements 
as a scholar, his fine taste as a writer, and his learning and eloquence as 
a lawyer and an advocate, were known and appreciated throuijhout the 
Union. For a few years, he occupied a seat in Congress ; and experience 
showed that he was amply fitted for the highest trusts, and adorned every 
station which he was called to ^11. 
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June 18. — At Port Gibson. Mississippi, hi ad Lorin^, a native of Sun- 
bury, Mass. Mr. L. removed to MjiicUa, Ohio, in 17S7, where he lor 
eome time acted as Commissary in the Army, Uiider Gen. Wayne. In 
1803, he removed to Chiiborne County, Miss., then just formed, and 
erected the first frame-house in the town of Port Gibson, and has since 
resided there. He was the TKl Grand-Master of Free-Masons in Missis- 
sippi, and was uiijhly respected for his virtues. 

July b. — In Charleston, S. C, Hon. Thomas Lowndis/in the 76lh year 
of his age. Mr. Lowndes was, in the year ISUO, chosen from his Con- 
gressional district, a Representative in Congress, where he dislinG^nished 
liimself by his attention to business and eloquence in debate. He was 
the eldest son oi iiawiais Lowndes, the President of South Carolina 
from 1778 to 1780. 

March 3. — In Westport, 3Is., irtv^.s^ f; Mncomher. aged 93 years and 10 
months. He left 11 children, 51 graud-chUdren, and 26 great grand^^chil- 
dren. 

Feb. 14. — In Augusta, Ga., 3fr. John Martin^ aged 105. Mr. M.'s parents 
cam ' to this country with a pai ty of Saltzburghers, who emigrated under 
the direction of Oglethorpe, and finally removed to the State of South 
Carolina, on the Con^aree river, in a s-^ttlement called the Dutch Fork. 
He lost both of his parents at an early age, and, with an only brother, was 
thrown upoji tlie world lor support. He joined thf Colontn] fronp?;. and 
served in the Ciierokee war of 1755. In a)i artioii during the campaiL-^a, 
he received a severe wound in the head from an Indian tomanawlc. 
About the same time, he olsn visited the present site of Augusta, when 
the native forest covered the entire extent now occupied by the city. At 
the breakiui; out of the Revolution, Mr. Martin joined the revolutionary 
army, and served through the entire war. He was with Gen. Lincoln's 
army, at the capitulation of Charleston, at which time he was taken 
prisoner, but was exchanged in time to be present at the surrender of 
Yorktown. After the surrender of CornwalUs, he came back to Aag^ta, 
Inhere he remained till the day of his deaths 

Jan. 4."— Ill New York, N. Y., Stemns Thompson Mason, late Governor 
of Michigan, aged 31. Mr, Mason was a native of Virginia, and was the 
only eoB of Gen. John Xhomioii Mason, of Kentucky. At the early age 
of nineteen, Mr. Maeon was appointed Secretary of the Territorial Gov- 
enime^ of Michigan, and acted as Governor of the Tenitory, antil it 
was admitted into the Union as a sovereign State, when he was twice 
elected to the gubernatorial chair, by the voice of the people. 

March 27.^ In Cincinnati, Ohio, Htm. Samud McBaberti^ aged about 
40, a Senator in Congress fipom Illinois. 

Jan. 29.— At New Haven, Ct., Hon, Isaac Mills, aged about 75. He 
was a native of Huntington, Ct., and :-rn lunied at Yale College, in 1786. 
He had been for many yean a Judge of the Court for the County of New 
Baveo, and Judge of Probate. He was an active and useful man.

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Feb. Q4. — In Carroll, N. Y., Mr. John Owensy aged 107, a revolutionary 
pensioner, and a soldier of the old French war. 

March 'J. — In Lancaster, Ms., i?rv. ^'^sa Parkard, oi^ed 84. He served 
as a soldier during the war of the Revolution, " and bore about witii him 
in his body a British bullet, for 60 or 70 years " 

Ane^ — In Salem, Ms,, Hon. Brnjamin Pirhnan, asjed SO. He entered 
Harvard College in 17S0, and in the summer of 1784, having lelt Cam- 
bridge with a high reputation for scholarship, he went abroad, and passed 
one year at Dijon, in France. On his return home, he read law in the 
office of the late Chief Justice Parsons, and was admitted to practice in 
the Common Pleas. This, however, was not the profession of bis choice* 
For the greater part of a long life, he devoted himself to mercantile pur" 
suits. In 1800, he was chosen to the State Legislature, and, a year or two 
afterwards, a Senator from Essex County. In 1807, he became a mem- 
lierofthe Executive Conncil. In 1809, he entered Congress, declining 
to serve more than one term. In 1820, he was a member of the Conven- 
tion for revising the State Constitution. He refused the nomination of 
his party, for the office of Governor. He also filled Mvenl other offices 
of trust and honor. In his politics, he wis a Fedeialist of the old school, 
and his religious influence was given to the Unitarian form of Christian- 
ity. He was most kind and liberal, both of time and money, in pro* 
noting objects of public charity ; and of his private kindness, let the 
suffering and poor speak. 

June 2. — In Middletown, Conn., Bn, WtSiam Phsni, a chi^lain of the 
levoluttonary army, and the oldest graduate of Tale College, aged 94 

lifoy.» At Fort Wayne, Ind., WUHmn A>£lte, in the 69th year of his 
age. Mr Polke was a native of Virginia, whence, with his &ther*8 fiun- 
ily, he emigrated to Kentucky, in 1782. Soon afterwards, he was cap- 
tared by a party of Indians, and carried to Detroit, where he remained in 
captivity for a period of about twelve months. At the age of nineteen, 
he enlisted in Gen. Wayne's Legion. In 1808, he removed from Ken- 
tucky, and settled in Knox County, Indiana Territory. In 1811, he was 
slightly wounded, at the battle of Tippecanoe. He was a member of the 
Coaveiilioa winch formed the ConsUtutioii of Indiana; and, at different 
periods, he discharged the duties of various ofTices of trust und honor, 
under the State Government. At the time of his death, he held the office 
of Register of the U. S. Land Office, at Fort Wayne; and he was justly 
beloved and esteemed by a very large circi« of relatives and acquaint- 
ances. 

March 3. — Near Constantinople, Turkey, Commodore David Porter, late 
of the United States Navy, and Minister Kesident of the United States in 
Turkey. " Commodore Porter has stood conspicuous among the distin- 
guished men who have done honor to our country. His devoted patriot- 
ism, his consummate skill, iind his indomitable courage, displayed on 
many mexnoiable occasions, have won fox him the gratitude of his coun- 
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try, and llie admiration of the world." He commanded the frigate Essex, 
during the late war with England, and made a remarkable and quite suc- 
cesstul cr use in the Pacific Ocean, but was finally captured, after a well- 
fought action, by the British frigate Phcebe, and sloop oi war Cherub. 
He published an interesting n u rative of this cruise, in two volumes, 8vo. 

Feb. 13. — In AugasU Co., \ a.. Cm. Robat Forlerjuld, aged 90. He 
served as a captain through nearly ilio whole oi the revolutionary war, 
and commanded a brigade of militia, during the last war with England. 
He was a sincere patriot, a gallant soldier, and an upright man, highly 
esteemed and beloved by all his acquaintances. 

May 4. — In Smithlield, Montgomery Ca^a., in the C9th year of his 
age, Chi. James P. Preston^ formerly Governor of Virginia. In the war of 
1812, he commanded a regiment, and at the UiUle of Chrystler's field, re 
ceived a wound in his thigh wnich maimed him for life. He was alier- 
wards elected Governor, and subsequently held the office of Postmaster 
at Richmond for many years. He enjoyed great personal popularity, and 
the affection of a wide circle ol Inends. 

March 17. — In Charleston, S. C, John Julius Pnngle, Esq.. aged 90, an 
eminent and virtuous citizen. He was Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State, from 1787 to 17S9, filled the office of Attorney- 
General, from 1792 to ISOl, and asiisted in the work of lorming the 6tate 
Constitution. 

April 17. — In New Brunswick, N. J., Rcr. .^Icxaader Proudfit^ D. D.^ 
aged 75. He was formerly pastor of the Presbyterian church in Salem, 
Washington Co., and had been for many years the agent of the Coloniza- 
tion Society. 

Jan. 7. — In Boidentown, N. 3.^ Joseph Reed, ao'ed 95, a revolutionary 
soldier. His father was one of the first setUers of that pait of the coun- 
try, about the year 1700. 

Aug. 2 — In Auburn, N. Y., /oinef Biehards, D. D., Professor of The- 
ology in the Aubuni Theological Seminary. Dr. Richards was born at 
New Canaan, Conn., in October, 1766, and was consequently in the 77ih 
year of his age. He was educated at Yale College, entered the ministry 
at the age of 27, and was first settled as pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church in Morristown, about the year 1793. In June, 1809, he accepted 
the chaige of the first and then the only Presbyterian church in Newark, 
JH, J., succeeding the late Dr. Griffin, who had accepted a Professorship 
at Andover. Here Dr. Richards soon acquired a high degree of inflnencei 
which was widely felt through all the interests and departments of so* 
ciety. 

April 30.— *At Philadelphia, Penn., in the 75th year of his age, Mr. Ja- 
cob Eidgewaiff regarded as the wealthiest inhabitant of the city. He left 
a property, estimated at six millions of dollars. 

March 26. — In Lawrence Co., lad., Sobert JUekfird Rabert$t a yenerable 
Bishop of the j5fethodiet Episcopal Chnrch. Mr. Roberts was bora in 
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Frederic County, Md., on the 2d of Ausrust, 1776; at the a^e of fifteen, he 
was received ftf? a member of the church ; in 1801, he preached his first 
sermon; nnd in May, 1810, he was elected to the office ot Bishop. In 
dischargini; the duties of this office, he was distinguished for his zeal, 
usefulness, benevolence, and humilitv. 

April 26.^ — At Ottowa, III., Hon. James Robinson, aged 50, one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the State. Judge Robinson was a man 
of the most unblemished integrity, of courteous dcjtoi uiicnt, an ! unas- 
sunuiig and prepossessing^ manners. He was for twelve years a Seiuilor 
of the United Stales from Illinois, and had been elected, at the last ses- 
sion of the Lpgislature. one of the Supreme Judges of that State. 

July — In Louisville, Kv., Hon. John Rowan, aged 70. He was bom 
in Pennsylvania, and came lo Kentucky while yet very young. He grew 
up With the State, and, at an early age, participated in her councils. He 
Was a member of the Convention which formed the Constitution of 1799; 
he was Secretary of State in 1804; he was elected to Congress, from a 
district in which he did not reside, in JbOG; he was a member of the Gen- 
eml Assembly many years ; he was appointed Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, in 1819; and in I S'jl, he was elected to the Senate of the [ 'niiod 
St it'^-?. The last public niTice he filled was that of Commissioner lor 
carrying out the late treatv with Mexico. He was a man of great Wx^r- 
ary acquirements, of full and varied iafoimation, and commanding elo- 
quence. 

Feb. 1. — In Kenawha Salines, Va., Chi. David Ruffner, aged 76. He 
was frequently a member of the Legislature, and, in many offices of traat, 
was esteemed and honored by his fellow citizens. 

March 14.— At Exeter, N. H., Hon. Trittam Sfm, aged d7| lately a 
Bepiesentative in Congress from New Hamp^ire. 

June 17. — Tn Boston, Ms., William Simmons, Esq., aged 61, senior Jus- 
tice of the Police Court of the city. He had held his responsible office 
for many years, and had endeared himself to the public by his high pria- 
ciples, as well as to his friends by his amiable and christian life. 

March 2. — Tn Washington, D. C, John DomgUu £Kmmf, for some yeexi 
Chief Clerk in the Navy Department. He was a native of Virginia, was 
educated at Princeton College, N. J., and for some years practised law 
with ability and success. He was a gentleman of honorable principiee, 
fins talents, and amiable manners. 

Feb. 28.— In Boston, Ms., Jtev. John Sin^kim^ aged 75. He wu a na- 
tive of Boston, and graduated at Harvard College, in 1188. In 1T91, lie 
was ordained as pastor of the church in Harwich, now Brewster; but he 
had retired from the ministry several years before his death. He was a 
good scholar, and a sound divine. 

May 7.^ In Providence, R. I^ Capi. Peter W. Smw^ aged 98, late U. S> 
Consul at Canton. He was a fiuthfnl officer, and an honorable and high- 
minded citizen. 
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Jan« 17.-. At York, Pa., Jacob Spangkr, Esc^.^ aged 75, formerly a Rep- 
lefleDteUTe in Congress, and Surveyor- General of Pennsylvania under 
Governors Findlej and Wolf. 

March 36.^ In Culpepper Co., Va., Capt. Randolph. Stallard, a soldier 
of the levolotionary war, aged 86. His descendants who survive him 
arnnber about 86. 

May 6.— In New York, N. Y., Gen. Garni Stilwell formerly of Mon- 
mouth, N. J., aged 80. He served with reputation durini? lae Revolution 
and was once taken priboner by the British, and confined in the old jail 
in New York. After the war, he served for many years in the militia, ia 
which he acquired the rank of General. 

April 29. — At Indianapolis, Ind., Philip Sweetser, Esq., in the 4Cth year 
of his age, a distinguished member of the Bar of Indiana, and a graduate 
of Harvard College. 

Feb. 15. — In Charlestown, Ms.^ JUv, William Gray &w<<, pastor of the 
Unitarian church in Lynn, Ms. 

Feb 22. — In Boston, Ms., Hon. Fttrr O. Thnfchcr, Judge of the Munici. 
pal Court in Boston, aged 07. He was born m Malden,in 1776, and grad- 
uated at Harvard College in 1700. Rf^ was appointed Judge in May, 1S23, 
and had discharged the arduous duties of his ollice for about 20 years, with 
great ability and fidelity, and had well sustained the part of a good citi- 
zen in all his relations lo societ}'. He was a sound lawyer, eminently 
conscientious in the periorm^nce of duty, and of the utmost integrity ia 
all his judicial acts. One who knew him well, declared, that he was also 
"a man of tender leelings, and of great humanity." 

Jan 3. — At Crawfordsville, Ind., Ren. John Thompson^ Professor of 
Mathematics and Nnfura! Philosophy in Wabash College, a gentleman of 
highly respectable cli u actor and attainments. 

March 17 — In Phiiadciphia, Penn., Hon. George TWvwr, aged 93. Mr 
Turner \s as a native of England, but joined the American army on the 
breakini: out of the revolutionary war; he was a Captain in the service, 
and commanded in South Carolina, and distinguished himself in several 
severe engagements, especially in the afiair generally known, from the 
fatal effects of the courage and perseverance on both sides, as the "Slaugh- 
ter Pens." He was the personal friend of Washington. 

March 23. — In New Orleans, La., Hon. George J. Waf^aman, aged 53, 
of a wound received a few days before, in a duel. He had held varioui 
distinguished trusts, having been Secretary of State for Ijouitiana under 
three administrations, and a Senator in Congreas. 

Jan. — In Redfield, N. Y., JMrs. Deliverance Warren^ aged 104 years and 8 
months. She had been a member of the Baptist church more than 80 
years. 

May 28. — At New Ham, Ct., in the 85th year of his nge, Noah Web- 
gttr.LL.J). He was born in West Hartford, Ct, Oct. IGth, 1758, and 
graduated witii much nputation, at Yale College, in 1778. During hia

junior year in the colle^, at the time of Burfoyne's expedition from Can- 
ada, he enlisted as a volunteer in the army, and served for several months 
in a company under the comtnaud of his father. After graduatinir, he 
studied law, and was adit] i lied to the bar iu 1781. Then he engai^ed in 
the business of instruction, and published some elementary hooks for the 
use of schools, which were used as manuals, for a lon^; period, tlirouffh- 
out the country. AUcrwards, he became a political writer, and his 
** Sketches of American Policy,'' published in 1784, his writings in favor 
of the adoption of the Federal Constitution, in defence of Washington's 
proclamation of neutrality, and of the treaty nei,'otiated will) ("reat Brit- 
ain bv Mr. Jay, had great iniluence on public opinion, and were luijhly 
app It-Lid ted. Various other topics, durino; the same period, were publicly- 
discussed by him. In 1793, he commenced a daily paper in New York, 
which is now called the Commercial Advertiser. 

Mr. Webster removed to New Haven in 179S, and in 1807, enTcred on 
the great busin» — ci his life, the compiling of a new and compU^te Dic- 
tionary of the KiiyUbh Langua<^e. This work he prosecuted amidst va- 
rious difficulties and discouragements, and published the firet edition of it 
in IS'2S In the preparation of this Dirtionary, he was led to investigate 
to a great extent the subject of etymology, and the relations of various 
languages to each other; and the learning and ability with which he 
prosecuted this abstruse and difficult inquiry, were generally acknowl- 
edged, both at home and abroad, and have In id the foundation of a widely 
spread and enduring reputation. His other publications aie too numerous 
to be mentioned here. 

For the last I'orty years of his life, though he had been long before a 
diligent student, he devoted his time to literary pursuits, with an ardor 
rarely seen in any country, and especially in this. His study was his 
home ; his books and pen, his constant companions; and his knowledge, 
to the last, was constantly on the increase. When such a man is taken 
from life, much learning dieth with him." 

March 17. — In Groton, Ms., Rev. Georgr IV. TiW/s, aged 38, pastor of the 
first Congregational church in that town. He was a graduate of Harvard 
College, of the class of 1803. 

Sept. 7. — In Salem, Ms., Hon. Nathaniel West, of Indianapolis, Indiana, 
aged 55. Mr. West was a native of Salem, where his father still lives, at 
an advanced age. He was a graduate of Harvard University, of the class 
of 1807, He was one ot the Commissioners for settling the claims un- 
der the treaty with Naples. In 1835, he removed his family to Indiana, 
where he has since been extensively engaged in agricultural and manu- 
facturing pursuits, and been placed in several offices of trust and dignity. 

June 13. — At Leipsic, in Germany, Charles Stearns H'/ifr /tr, of Massa- 
chusetts, aged about 25. He graduated at Harvard College in 1S37, and 
was subsequently connected with that institution, as an instructor, for 
several years, where he showed himself to be a iiuthful officer and a good 
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icholar. He published ati edition of Herodotus, tbe notes to whicK dis* 

played much learning and taste. He left this country in 1841, in order to 

pursue his studies in Germany, with the intention of retumin;^ and estab- 
lishing himself here in the Christian ministry. He will long be remem- 
bered by many friends for his remarkable purity of character, sweetness 
of temper, and the warmth of his affections. 

Jan. \9. — Tn Richmond, Va., Thomas W. TFAi/e, aged 00, editor and pro- 
prietor oi the ' iSouthern Literary Messenger." 

Feb. 3. — In Quincy, Ms , Peter Whitnoj, aged 73. He graduated 
at Harvard College in 1701, and was ordained in Quincy in 1800. He 
was an exemplary and beloved clergyman, and much esteemed by all 
who knew him. 

Jan. 7. — In Stratham N. H . Mnfhmie WivgatCf widow of the late Hon. 
Payne Wingate, aged 100 years and 8 months. 
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July 20. — The Chinese city, Chin-Keang-foo, was captuTed by the 
British forces, nnder Sir H. Pottioger, with the loss of about 160 men 
killed and wounded. The Chinese lost more than 1,000 men* 

Aug. 20.-^ A treaty of peace between China and Great Britain was 
concluded, near the city of Nankin. The Chinese agreed to pay 21 roil* 
lions of dollars, to open five of their principal ports to British commerce, 
jsnd to cede the island of Hong-Kong in perpetuity to the English gov- 
ernment. 

Sept. 11.-*- A Mexican army, 1,300 strong, nnder Gen. Adrian WoU, 
inyaded Texas, and took possession of San Antonio, where they remained 
about two weeks, and then retreated. 

Sept. 13. — An Affghan army, under Akbar Khan, 13,000 strong, was 
entirely defeated by the British army, commanded by Gen. Pollock, at 
Tezeen, and, three days afterwards, the city of Cabui was occupied by the 
English forces. 

Sept. 18, — John C. Colt, uiiiler sentence of death in New York for the 
murder of Mr. Adams, killed himself in prison, on ike day appointed Sot 
his execution. 
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S0pt33«*A gKMt fin took plaee in Livei|Mo], EngUiul, in whiek 
BMrly 20 wanhoiiitB, m mviy dwelUng-houseSi and property aiaoiuiting 
to hair a million sterHnif, wen; deitioyed. About 90 penon» weie killed 
bjy the fallinf of the walli. 

Oct 1.— The Governor-Genenl of Biitish India iaeued a proclema* 
tion, announcing the close of the war in Atfghanistan, by the capture of 
Ghuinee and Cabal, the releaee of the English piieonen, and the in- 
tended withdrawal of the British troops Ixom thecountxyof the Afl^bane. 

Oct 12. «— A fire broke out in Portland, Me., which destroyed sevezal 
▼aluable dwelling-houses and other buildings. 

Oct 13.—' The stesmboat Elisa, on her passage from St Louis to New 
Orleans, when about two miles below the mouth of the Ohio, struck a 
snag, and soon sunk, by which accident 30 or 40 persons lost their lives. 

Oct. 14.— A celebration took place in New York, on account of the 
completion of the Croton Water Works. More than 15,000 persons 
walked in the procession. 

Oct. 10. — The town of Monterey, in California, was captured by the 
U. S. squad ron under Com. T. Ap C. Jones, under tlie belief that war 
existed between Mexico and ihe United Stales. Alter two or three days, 
it was restored to the Mexicans. 

Oct 2. — The U. S. sloop-of-war Concord was lost on the rocks in the 
Mozambique Channel, ('apt, Boeruui, purser Hart, and one seaman, 
were drowned by the swamping ol a small boat. 

Oct. 24. — A great storm of wind and rain took place in the island of 
Madeira, It was mo>t severe at Funrbal, the capital, where about 200 
houses were swept away, and several vessels wrecked. 

Nov. l.*). — An iuf^urrection took place in Barcf^lona, Spain, instigated 
by the partisans of the late Regent, Queen Chri^lii i \ battle took place 
in the streets, in which about 500 men were killed. The insurgents 
gained possession of the city and the citadel. 

Nov. 1 !\ — A heavy gale of wind caused much damage in thr harbors of 
Dunkirk and Buffalo, and on other parts ot Lake Krie. The pier at Dun> 
kirk was destroyed, about 20 vessels were driven on shore, and lomeiivee 
were lost. Two steamers were wrecked on Lake Ontario. 

Nov. 22. — A war existing between Mexico and Yucatan, a battle nvlis 
fought near Campeachy by the forces of the two countiies. The lesuit 
was indecisive, nearly 200 being killed on each side. 

Nov. 30. — A violent storm of wind and rain did much injury in Boston 
harbor, and along the adjacent coast. Many vessels were driven from 
their moohngs, some of emaller tise were sunk, and seTeial ships were 
injured. 

l>ec. 1.— • A conspiracy to mnider the oiBeen, obtain possession of the 
vessel, and convert her into a pirate, was discovered on board the U. S. 
brig Somers, of 10 guns, comniaaded by A. S. Mackenxie. The ringlead- 
efB, PkUip Spescer, a midriiipiiMui, Samuel OtmumXl, a beftt»wtiii% 
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mate, mad Elijah H Small, a common setman, ware hanged at the yard- 
arm, it being deemed anaafe, on aceountof the muUnouadispoaition of the 
crew, to attempt to bring them into port. 

Dec. 6. — A battle was fought between the forcea of Monte Video and 
Buenoa Ayiea, in which the former, commanded by Riviera, were de- 
feated, with the loaa of I,S0O men. 

Dec. 7.— A great riot broke out in Canton, China, directed principally 
againat the Engliah reaidenta. Three of the foreign factoriea were plun« 
deied and burnt, and apecie to the amount of $BSOfiOO carried off by the 
riotera. 

Dee. S3. — A body of troopa from Tesaa, about 250 atrong, commanded 
by Colonela Fiaher and Green, who had invaded Mexico, were defeated 
at MIer, by the Mezicana, under General Ampudia, and compelled to aur- 
sender aa priionera of war. 

Dee. 29. — A fire broke oat in Water atreet, New Tork, by which three 
large buildinga were conaumed, aeveral othera injured, and property to 
the amount of 1^200,000 deatroyed.

Jan. 4— A slight ahock of an earthquake took place at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, which was felt alao in aeveral other citiea in different parte of the 

Mississippi Valley. 

Jan. 9. — A destructive fire occurred at Portau Prince, the capital of 
St. Domingo. In less than three hours, 12 squares were burnt over, about 
600 bill! Jiiigs being destroyed, aad a los» incurred, that was estimated at 
four millions of dollars. 

Jan. 10. — Mr. Drumuiori l. private secretary of Sir Robert Peel, was 
assassinated in the day tirn*' m the vicinity of Charing Cross, by Daniel 
3IcNau>^hluu, a Scotchruau. 

Jan, 11. — A serious riot took place at Philadelphia, in consequence of 
a turn-out by the weavers. In attempting to disperse the mub, tlie sheriff 
and several other persons were seriously injured ; and several companies 
of the military were obliged to appear underarms, before the disturbances 
•were quelled. 

Jan. 13. — A great hurricane occurred on the coasts of England and 
France, by which it was computed that about 180 vessels were wrecked, 
and 430 persons lost their lives. 

Jan. 20. — The Court of Inquiry, appointed to inquire into the circnm- 
Blaiiccs connected with the attempted mutiny on board the U. S. br^ 
Somers, made their report, fully approving of the conduct of Commander 
Mackenzie and his oiticers. 

Jan. 26. — An uitsunection took place in Hayti, in the neighborhood of 
Aux Cayes, which was soon captured by several thousand insurgents. 
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Apiovisiottal gofemmeirt mm MteUiiM by tlMii^with Gmnd Heiaid 
«t its head, and moat of tlie legnlai tnopi jmainc thair party, the old 
government was abolished, and Prasideat Boyer ebligad to Ay ixom the 
island. 

Jan. 27.^ The House of Representatives in Congress declared, by a 
vote of 193 to 18, that the plan for an Exchequer, presented by the Sec- 
retary of the Trsasuiy, and reeoaanended by the President, ought not to 
be adopted. 

Feb. 1. — A great flood was cansed on Bed River, Arkansas, by the 

melting of snow in the mountains. Much property was swept away, 

and many lives were lost. 

Feb. 8. — A severe shock of an earthquake took place amont^lhe wind- 
ward isianJi* in the West Indies, by which the town of i'oint Petre, Gau- 
daloupe, was wholly destroyed ; and several thousand persons lost their 
lives. Much injury was done in several other islands. 

Feb. 10. — A young man in Philadelphia, named Hutchinson Tleberton, 
who was accused of seduciui; a young lady of that city, was pursued by 
her brother, Singleton Mercer, and shot dead, just ns he was leaving a 
ferry-boat, on which he had embarked Ibi the purpose ol leaving the place, 
and secreting himself. 

Feb. 17. — A battle was fought, in British India, between 2,800 British 
Irnnps, commanded by Sir Charles Napier, and 22,000 Belooches. The 
latter were entirely defeated, with the loss of 5,000 men. 

Feb. 17. — A great slide of earth took place from a hill called Hifount 
Ida. in Troy, N. Y., by which nine houses were carried away, 18 persons 
kilted, and many others wounded. 

Feb. 2d.'— A fiUal accident occurred at Cincinnati, Ohio. A iaife 
building, used for packing pork, having taken fire, the interior became 
filled with smoke and inflammable gas, and an explosion suddenly took 
place, which threw down the whole building, and 8 persons were killed, 
and about 20 wounded. 

Feb. 25. — Lord George Paulet, commanding H. B. M. frigate Gaiys* 
fort, raised the British flag at the Sandwich Islands, having compelled 
the king and principal chiefo to make a provisional cession of the islands 
to the English government, which they did under protest. 

March 15. — A great fire took place in Valparaiso, Chili, hy which 
damage was done to the amount of more than a million and a half of 
dollars. 

March 16. — A great storm of rain and snow prevailed along the At* 
lantic coast of the United States, hy which many vessels were lost, and 
nyich damage done in the interior of the country. 

March 17. — As the steamboat Cutter was leaving the wharf at Pitts- 
hurg. Pa., the flue of the boiler collapsed, and three persons were killed, 
and 8 or 10 wounded. 

, March 20.^ A man, named Charles 6. Corliss, was shot dead in a 
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street near Bioftdwaj, in tlie city of Ncnr Yodc, about 7 o'clock -ia the 
«Teiiing, by a woman, who escaped without being recognized. 

Jvforch 31.^ Heiard, the feneial of the euccessful insurgents in Uayti, 
made a trinmpfaal entry into Port-an-PriDce, and the new government 
was established under his auspices. 

March 27. — The slaves on two estates in Cuba made an insunrectioni 
which was soon suppressed by the soldiers, abont 300 of the negroes 
being killed. 

April 8. — A disgraceful affray took place in the Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature, at Harrisburiih. I\lr, Lralton. the publisher of a newspaper -which - - 
contained an article reflecting severely on the conduct of Mr. McGowan, 
member from Moyamensinsr. was attacked by the latter on the floor of the 
House, in presence of all the members, and stablied in the shoulder with 
a dirk-knife. The resistance of the bone saved Bratton's life, as the diik 
w-as beut nearly double by the force of the blow. To escape being ex- 
pelled the House, McGowan resigned. 

April 18, — A continued rain and the melting of snow caused a great 
freshet, which did much damage on the Connecticut, Hudson, and Poto- 
mac rivers, and an extensive breach was made in the Erie Canal at 
Tonnawanda. 

April IS. — A great fire took place in Newbem, N. C, by which more 
than 100 buildings were destroyed. 

April 19. — As the new steamer Harry of the West was on her way 
from New Orleans to St. Loais, two flues of the boiler collapsed, by 
which accident five or six persons were killed, and about as many badly 
scalded. 

April 2& — A Rojral Princess was bom in England, being the third 
child of the present Queen. 

April 30.-* A large portion of the town of Wilmington, N. C, was 
consumed by fire, about 200 buildings being destroyed. 

May 2. — At Port Golden, New Jersey, a whole family, consisting of 
Mr. John B. Parke, his brother-in-law, and wife, and two children, were 
murdered in the night by some robbers, who broke into the house, and 
rifled it for plunder. 

May 25. — • A fire broke out in Tallahassee, Florida, which eonsnmed 
the greater part of the city, about 230 buildings being destroyed. 

June. — Insurrectionary movements took place in Spain, pervading all 
Catalonia, and the city of Valenci;i, and obliij^in^ the Regent, Espartero, 
to take the ficli in person against the insurgents. 

,l;;!ie 15. — President Houston issued a procLimation, declaring an ar- 
misiice between Mexico and Texas, to continue during the negotiation 
of the two countries for peace. 

June 15. — Mr. Charles Lincoln, wardeft of the State Prison in Charles- 
town, Mass., was munlered by one of the convicts in that institution, 
who stabbed him from behind in the neck with a sharp knife. 
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June IT.*-* The eompletion of the Banker Hill Mbnmiieiit wee eele- 
hiBted by a proeeerion and en onttion delivered on the groiind by (be Hon. 
Daniel Webster. The Pieeident of the United Statee and the members 
of the cabinet were present, and, as was computed, moie than 50,000 

other pertons. 

June 20. — The governor-general of the proTince of Tobasco, in Mexico, 
revolted against the general government, and with a force of 600 men 
prepared to make head against the tioops sent against him under Geo. 

Ampudia. 

July 2. — A fire broke out in the town of Fall Biver, Mass^ whieli 
destroyed about 200 buildings, in the very heart of the Tillage, and was 

only checked at last by a change of the wind. 

July 2. — Tlio Iloyal ni lil steamer Columbia, Capt. Shannon, which 
sailed from Boston, July 1st, vvilU UO passeng:ers, and 80 amons^ the crew, 
struck on a Icd^o of rocks off Seal island, and was lost, liie crew and pas* 
sengers and most orthe cargo being saved. 

Jaly 15. — Piracy was committed on board the schooner Sarah Lavi- 
nia, from Alexandria to New York, by three of the crew, name Babe, 
Matthews, and Webster, who murdered the caplam, mate, and cook, 
and robbed and scuttled the vessel. They were soon afterwards appre- 
hended. 

July 23. — In a street affray at Warreuion, Va., Mr. Robert £. Liee 
was shot by Richard Moore, and died a few minutes afterwards. 

July 26. — The insurgent party in Spain entered Madrid in triumph, 
and appointed the Duke of Baylen provisional guardian of the Queen. 

Aug. 1. — Hon. C. A. Wickliffe, rostmaster-Gener.i) of the United 
States, while on board the steamboat (Tcorgia, on his pns^s^e from Ports- 
mouth to Baltimore, was assaulted by an insane young man, named J. 
McL. Gardiner, who plunged ^ flirk-knife into his breast, and attempted 
to repeat the blow, but w as prevented by the by-standers. The wound 
was severe, but not d iiiLrerous. 

Aug. 5. — A vioienl storm of wmd and rruii was experienced in and 
near Philadelphia, which did mnch mjury, by unroofinj; houses, and 
flooding the lower part of the city. On Chester and Ridley Creeks, 
many houses, factories, and bridges were carried away, and several lives 
were lost. 

Aug". 21 . — A severe rain storm took place in the city of New York, 
by which the lower part of the city was inundated, and much property 
destroyed. 

Aug. 21. — A destructive fire broke out in the village of Sackett's 
Harbor, New York, by which many houses and much property were 
consumed. 
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CONGRESS. 

The Confess of the United States consists of a Senate and Hoase of 

Representatives, and miiat assemble, at least once every y^r, on the Ist 
JVIonday of December, uiile»s it is otherwise provided by law. 

The Senate is composed of two members I'rom each Stnto ; and of 
course, the reguhu number is now Cy2. They uie chosen by the legisla- 
tures of the several States, for the term of six years, one third of them 
being elected biennially. 

The Vice-President of the United States is the President of the Senate, 
in which body he has only a castmg vole, whi h i-- iriven in case of an 
equal division of the votes of the Senators, in his absence, a President 
pro tempore is chosen by the Senate. 

The House of Representatives is composed of members from the sev- 
eral States, elected by the people for the tenrt of two years. The Rppre- 
sentalives are apportioned amonu; the ditTert'iit States, according to popu- 
lation. The 28th Coni^ress is chosen accordmi^ to the act of Coni^ress of 
1842, the ratio being ''one Representative for every 70,680 persons in 
each State, and of one additional Representative for each State having a 
fraction greater than one moiety of the said ratio, computed according to 
the rule prescribed by the Constitution of the United States." The law 
of 1842 also requires, that the Representatives of each State** shall be 
elected inf districts composed of a contiguous territory, equal in number 
to the number of Representatives to which said State may be entitled, 
noono District electing more than one Representative.'* The present 
nnmber is 223 Bi>pre8entatives, and 3 Delegates. 

Since the 4th of March, 1807, the compensation of each member of the 
Senate and House of Representatives has been $8 a day, during the period 
of his attendance in Congress, without deduction in case of sickness ; 
and $8 for every twenty miles* travel, in the usual road, in going to and 
returning from the seat of government. The compensation of the Piesi* 
dent of the Senate, |»ro teii^pwt^ and of the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, is $16 a day.
